This pKuinitrli'ts boadd^d ootKeaol'tfi by 
the state of '(i^l^rHrKia. (lu'theeast'dnd south 
by the Gulf of Caiifornia, and on the west by 
the Paciflo Oftrati It extends about one 
thousand miles eouth from the United States 
and has an average width of from fifty to 
seventy tiv»- railfis. To one who may sail 
around it and view it from the ocean he would 
decide that it is one vast mountainous, dry 
and barren country. But to actually travel 
over it one Ends many, what might be, well 
watered valleys, laying in a nemitropic and 
tropic zone A more minute description will 
b« given as we pr<ieeeii from place to place. 

This peninsula belongs to Mexico and is 
inhabited by Mexicans and native Indians, 
also Yaqui Indians who came across the Gulf 
from the State of Sonora. There are a few 
Americans and Gnglish interested in mining 
and land nchemea. i-

about three hundred years ago,(niore or less, 
for we are not givrag exact !ilat«B astbisU '

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Dot the object of this work)tbe Spanish invad- 
ed this coiiDtry: ^Dd,, settled here and the 
priests bnili idtsiiiptltf ; njiiid -subiugated the 
Indians and made Oatholics'of them. The 
Spanish have inarried!.-aad in^^i^arpied with 
them 'Ufitfl the Ibdian'-i^ abeait'^nn.out, and 
the present race is the resalt Bowever. 
there isand probabl; always ha:; been aline 
drawn between the Indian and theMt^xican, 
the Indian being the aervaotand th»^ govern 
ed, while the mixed race is the ruling class. 

It waa unt many years ago that the priests 
wore thft rulers of the p>4ople and the laws of 
theCathoMc church wer» the lawa of the land. 
But at present, whilf the people are nf'arly 
all nominally catholici*, yet the laws and, for 
the most p^rt at legist, thosn who execute 
them are liberal, patterned after those of the 
United Stat«-4. 

The peninsula is railed aTeritoryand has 
two political divisions, the Northern and the 
Southern District Each district has a gov- 
ernor of its own sent by the president from 
Mexico. Being separated as it is by water 
from Mexico and froip the United States by 
the national line, and being imposed upon by 
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the high tarriff duties that might be coauted 
more ju6t for the more favored part of Mex- 
ico, the pAople areoppressed with high prices 
and low wages. Accordiag to the present 
moral standing 6f the people it may be all for 
the best but we trust better things are in 
store for them. We shall count whatever 
will bring them to the knowledge of the truth 
in Christ that tliis is for the best good of this 
people.

A OALL TO MEXICO. 

It vas,! think,in the year 1891, while preach- 
ing on the street of Santa Barbara, Calif., 
the writer was impressed with the great need 
of th*' trospel being carried to the Spanish 
speakiog people of thie country. More and 
more was this burden laid upon his heart, 
until, after, much prayer and lasting over 
the matter, he like Paul decided to obey God 
and " go unto the Gentiles. " It truly was 
a small beginning, and even to the present 
time, judging After the human sight, very 
little bas been acomplished. ' Bat our faith 
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claims great things: for God says His Word 
shall not return unto Him void, but shall 
acomplish that whflrnunto He sent it. We. 
have never once doubted the call, and God's 
care and rich protnisen have ever been over 
us and in us as sweet manna taour souls. As 
bishop Taylor said about Africa. "We'd ra- 
ther be here for the next twenty years thao 
to be in heaven:" for we believe that heaven 
will only be the sweet*>r to us for our having 
suffered for Jesus here. We believe that 
only those who have passed through the same 
or similar experiences understand the many 
hinderances and obstacles there are to over- 
come in preaching the Gospel to this people. 
Dnaecustomed to their ways ignorant of their 
language, of different race, tn cumbat with 
poverty, ignorance, superstition, national 
prejudices and, what is worse than all, to meet 
face to face in the battle that o|d, subtle 
spirit that has been guilty of the blood of 
nearly all the martyrs of Jesus during the 
last ages since it came into power, 
J After getting the privilege of cleaning up 
and repairing BD old house in Banta Barba* 
ra, for its use one year, we moved in and 
opened it up for a Faith Mission in Spanish. 
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The lirst night the deril tried to frighten ss 
out by tollio? 118 that the Mexicans would 
kill us if we attempted to preach to them: 
but we got a real victory over him in this by 
placing our livas oa the altar for the Gtoapel 
in Mexico, receiving the answer from the 
Lord that we should have oar lives for a pre;. 

From that time ou we have served the Lord 
oa this line without fear, and God has protect 
ed as through dangers seen and unseen, to 
him be all the praise. 

A brother loaned us a Spanish grammar 
aada New Test»meat in Spaaish. With these 
\ we commenced to leara the Ianguage;£::^rhe 
burden of learniug the language was so heavy 
upon us that we cried mightily to God to help 
us, and before the first week wis ended we 
went out on the street, preached in Spanish 
/ to as attentive an audieoceaswe had ever had. 
In the fall of thi^ year we felt led of the Lord 
to go iuto Lower California, Mexico, to preach 
there. The Lord h^d put into our bands 
money enough to pay our fare to Los Angeles. 
It was cle*r that it wasthe will of God. That 
night we needed some milk for supper bat 
if I bought milk would nothave enough to pay 
the fare; I tol'j no one of thi« but at the 
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request of the others I took the pitcher and 
went out to bay, praying ail the time if it 
w»8 tiie Lord' s vill for as to go that I might 
not be abletogct the milli. I went to every 
place where I kaew they had milk but c^uld 
not geta drop I wenthome secretly rejoic 
ing, then I revealed to them what was in my 
heart. 

One of the Bumber volnnteered to accom 
pany os to Mexico, tio in the morning we 
very soon arranged all our business matters, 
which were very few, and at train time we 

, were on board and ready to start on our jour 
Dey to Mexico. At IjOs Angeles we had tbe 
precioas privilege of meeting wtlh sod hear- 
ing preach for a while dear Bro. D. S. Warn- 
er and afterward of accompanying him toSaD 
Diego. 
The time came when we felt the Spirit of 

, the Lord urging us onward in our mission 
southward. Although we still lacked the 
means and the steamer was dae to start that 
evening for Gaseaada, Lower California, at 9 
o'clock, we had the assarance that the Lord 
would prnvid& We asked a transfer man to 
cnme and get our trunks which he did. Then 
we took our leave of the brethren. In taking 
our leave of Bro. Warner he looked me full 
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ID the face and said, "bow moch is your fare 
on the boat?'' I told him. He said; "Do you 
lack any of that amount, if so, bow much?" 
We to'd him we lacked two dollars He 
quietly slipped the two dollars in my baud. 
Others also in parting with us gavt) us some 
so that when we landed at Bnsenada we had, 
I believe, threu or four dollars Mexican mos- 
ey. This was our first experience in a foreign 
country, yet here we found quite a large per 
cent, of the population English speaking peo- 
ple, but under the Mexican rule. 

CHAPTER 3. 

ENSENADA, 

UnsHnada had perhaps 2,U00 inhabitants. 
It is beautifully ^ituated on the slope of a 
range of fiot bills.nn a cnve rather than a bay, 
(Bnsenada means cove). It is lighted with 
electricity and is the capital and chief town of 
the Northern District of Lower Califoriia. It 
is more Americanized in its manners customs, 
etc, than any other town we have visited in 
Mexico, Really the chi"f interes ts are Amer- 
ican or English. The Mexican government 
has sold to an English Company nearly all the 
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tillable land belonging to the goverDtnent in 
the Northern District, These in turn are sell- 
ing out the land to colonists who are having 
varied experienceis in their venture. ThH 
amount of rainfall alvfays being more or Ita-s 
light, »ome had not the means to tide theru 
over the dry tiiues and were forced to It-avf 
their beautiful lands and faocied prospects 
and get back to the U.S. the best they could: 
while others have staid and have some very 
nice places. Tht- possibilitif-s are great. The 
climate, on the whole, better than that of Ca- 
lifornia, being drier, and less fog snd more 
even in temperature. Th« rains are between^'-' 
the months of January and April. ,<,{ ' ',( '. 

In Knsenada the MethodUt sect had/ a 
preacher at that timt' pri-acbirg m English 
but nothing was being done in thp Spanish 
language and nothing has been done sincp in 
the Spanish language to our knowlt^dgt; out- 
side what the Lordfiis^|Usedyin a humble way 
to do. '-""'^ 

We rented a small up stairs "-oom at $1.00- 
per week. This was the best we could do 
both onaecount of our limited means and also 
no rooms were to be had in other parts. The 
M. tfi, preacher gave us liberty to preach in 
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bis little obapei io English tor a few aigbtb, 
uQtil one of bis members began to seek God 
for a clean beart, and then he concluded he 
wanted to asu the bouse himself. In the 
mean time our finances ran out and then a 
teat of our faith came. The Bro. who came 
with me was on tbe point of returning home 
going afoot overland to San Diego. I ex- 
pressed my determination to stay and trust 
God to liupply the needs according to the 
promise; m«anwhile I was praying to the 
].iord not to let us be tempted above what we 
were able to bear. We continued to call from 
house to house, talking and praying with the 
people. Wbeu we were entirely out an d began 
to feel the need of food, a Mexican woman 
banded us a dollar. We truly praised God 
and took couage. We began to feel that it 
would be for the glory of God that we push 
on south into the country around about. We 
mentioned this tosome of tbe leading ones. 
The U. E woman who was seeking a pure 
heart and another American lady fitted us up 
with agoud supply of fixid and a little money, 
while a good natured Swiss man loaned us a 
donkey and in a tbort time we were packed 
up and ready for a forward march over the 
country toward tbe south; company consisting

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as it bad all along, of the Bro before mea- 
tioned, my little sod five years old, and 
myself. The undertaking may appear to the 
reader to be a rather rough one for a boy so 
young, in the months of January and Feb- 
rnary, traveling among iDdianfi and a people 
who had never known any thing of preachers 
of the gospel only to abhor them. But no 
one endured the journey better or enjoyed it 
more than the boy He had the privilege of 
riding the donkey on top of the baggags, er 
walking, as he chose; while we walked behind. 

We were armed with Testameots and Gos- 
pels. 

The firi^t day we traveled over some ten 
miles of mesa land from one to three miles 
wide, extending along the coast; then went 
down into an extensive and fertillfi valley, 
called the Manadero, whch means, "the 
spring " Scattered here and thereareafew 
ranches belonging respectively to Americans, 
Uhinamen and Mexicans. 

The possibilities seemed great but the pro- 
gress was slow and, a^ yet the work was in a 
crude state, as also were the hearts of the 
people. We visited from bouse to bouse.tatk- 
ing and praying with the people as we bad 
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opportunity, selling and giving away Testa- 
ments and Gospels. 



CHAPTER 4. 

A DAT OF ANXIETY. 



After falSlingoar mi-isioQ in this place, we 
moved on, en^i'tiiog iRtn a long caQon of about 
eight or tt<n mile-4 in length, through which 
flowRd a shallow stream or brook of water. 
The road kept up the stream, while on enter- 
ing tint caSon, oa a Inw beach of land, are 
scattered a few ranch houses. In order to 
gain time I took the road around by the 
houses to visit them, while the Bro. and son 
took the road up the creek withthedonkey.We 
were to meet farther up where the two 
came together. We were now gutting into 
real Mexican life. The Americans for the 
most part were left behind and everything 
was Mexican. Our practical knowledge of 
Spanish was limited: yet in matters of the 
Bible and salvation the Lurd had given us 
quite a gift of the language. 1 visited, talked, 
prayed, laid hands on the sick, gave out 
gospels, quite unmindful how the time was 
passing. On rt-aching the junction of the 
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roads, my companion were nowhere in 
sight, I asked a Mexican man who lived 
there if he had seea an "hombre" (man) 
and a "buiru" [donkey] and a"ohiquito" 
[little one] pass here. He said, "O si:-' (yes) 
hace dos horas-' [two hours ago]. If that was 
the case they had gotten a long way ahead of 
me. So I slarl«d oa walkiDg and runuisg as 
fast as I could fur they had the food and it 
was past noon. 

On and on I went. There being no. houses 
and meeting no one to ask I was entirely at 
sea as to having a rlue to where they were. 
Every thing wa^ lo^-t sight of but the one 
purpose to overtake my companions, J 
watched for footprints; there were footprints 
of donkeys, and of men, and of a women, but 
no footprints of a boy, but this c-(;uld he ac- 
counted for by his riding on the back of the 
donkey. 

About 3 o'clock I met a man and asked him 
the same as I had the other man. He gave 
me the same reply. So I pressed oa and came 
to a house that was evidently inhabited 1 
searched about and tiaally foua 1 an old Indiaa 
stretched out on a cowhide. Hh said be was 
very sick. I told him Jesus would heal him. 
I prayed, laid on hands and he roused up and 
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declared h<^ fflt all 'ight. I left him hastily 
aod pressed oa to overtakt; my friends. The 

suD was setting when I reached another 
house where they were haviog a dance and 
some were drunk I asked them about my 
frieniis. They ti>ld me no such pdfsoas as 
1 described had pas^i^d there: but a man 
and a woman, with a hig donkey and a lit- 
tle donkey, had pass^-d there. Then it dawned 
on my mind my mistake. When 1 had said 
little one, they had understood that I meant 
a little donkey, and in my haste 1 had not 
noticed the mistake. Now here 1 wft«, no 
knowinpr how far from them and they un- 
doubtedly somewhere in that lone caDon 
to stay all night. 1 determined if possible 
to reach them that night although 1 was 
tired and weak from nfit having food dur- 
ing the day. There were several horses 
there and 1 told the men my circumstances 
and a^ked them to loan tw a horse. They 
wonid not do it. 1 told them I came to them 
a stranger i.i trouble and if they did not 
help me out the Lord would judge them 
Mceordingly. At this one man offered me 
the choice of his two horses: but when 1 
attempted t<i mount I found it so spirited 
that I was afraid to mount it, sr) I thanked 
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hitii and decidtid to return afoot. It was 
now about dark but I started out &s 
Jight as a rabbit and the Lord comforted 
my heart. I had left my coat and vsat 
with baggage as it was quite warm dur- 
ing the day, but now in the night it wns 
getting quite cold. On the way back 1 
discovered a little hut that 1 had not no- 
ticed on my way up. I went to it and 
rapped; they answered me very roughly 
but I told Hivia my story and asked if 
they had a blanket or coat to loan me. 
They loaned me an old bean sack which 
was some help. Between eight and nine o' 
clock as I was oijariag the house where I 
had prayed for the old Indian. I saw on 
ahead the light of a fire. My heart wa^ 
rejoiced as I believed it was my com- 
paaions. As 1 approached I shouted and 
a shout of joy went up frnm them, that 
I was found at last. Truly we were glad 
to meet each other again, for their anx- 
iety had befeu equal to mine. While we 
were rejoicing we heard some one coming 
through the brush and the old Indian 
made bis appearance. "O," he said in 
Spanish, "is it you? You are a good roan. 
You prayed for me and I am healed. You 
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come with me;" aod Ukiog onr donkey 
be led it to a shack, where there was 
bay, and gave it some hay: then he went 
aud got some corn and gave to it. Then 
he took as to the house and said; "here 
is fire, eggs, and whatever you cad flad, 
jnst help yourselvei^. '' 80 be eotertaioed us 
that night and the next^ morning. The Bro 
who was with me fulfilled the Scriptures by 
taking off his coat and giving it to the old 
Indian. Thi^ place did not belong to him but 
I learned that the man who had offered me 
the horse was the owner and had married the 
old Indian's dauebter. The old gentleman 
declared that when we returned he was 
going to the Qnited States with us and black 
our boots and attend to our donkey. I hardly 
need say, be did not fulfill this contract: for 
wbdn we came back we found him in a se- 
cluded spot amoag the oak trees drying some 
beef which, he confessed of his own accord, 
hlx snn-ialaw bad stolen. 



OH^PTBB 5, 
MEETING AMONG THE INDIANS. 



We set out again on our journey happier 
and wiser than before. That day we fouad 
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that uur cuIIud opvat^d uut iato a nice; large 
vallwy called "La Gruila, " Here lives an 
American with a Mt^xican wife, or rather thfy 
are living on fighting terui*. They do not 
both live there at the same time, I 
understand. They have much laud and 
much trouble. 

Then down the mnuutain im the other side 
we ctvme into the large valley of Santo Tnmds, 
which extends some fourteen miles down to 
the sea. The little town is ioiiuted on one side 
where flows constantly a little stream of 
wat^r. It is a very old town, in fact \l> age 
is perhaps the only remarkable thing about 
it. It has an old adobe temple that i« more 
used by the bats and owls than anything else, 
judging from its appearance. They also have 
here some very old olive trees and i>range 
trees, and they raise grapes, make wine, and, 
like Noah and all the other little hamlets 
round about, they get drunk on the wine. 
My prayer is that better days may come 
when the Gospel shall truly reach them 

We were entertained by the school teacher 
and given the school-house for a place to sleep 
in. Be was kind to us and defended us 
from the insult!) of some who were inclined to 
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luistreat us H(? wa;- a drunkard, but a law 
.yer and well educated. There he ended his 
days, with all his gift^, id what might ba 
termed oblivion; fur be isOon afterward died, 
we were told. 

We vi.<ited all, or nearly all the families. 
Some lived io reed houses and others in old 
adobe hoiise'«: in whatever manner it always 
showed the native Uck of Hcergy and push 
that characterizes all these places. It was 
surprising however with what eagerness they 
bought our books. One woman bad no money 
but wanted a New Testament very much. 
Seeing herearnestnpss we offered togelUt to 
her and take some tortillas [Mexican bread] 
and the re.st in eggs which she was glad to do, 
and we rv?ad some from the book and talked 
to them about it and they were delighted. 

The priest very seldom wentdown into that 
country so the people on the whole were not 
so much uader the power of the priest as in 
many places, -ivc ;.,,.,'.,■ 

Our next move was a two days walk over a 
broken, rough, tnontainous road to San 
Jacinto. The first day we found only two 
watering places and it was oaly by being on 
the watch for water that enabled ns to find 
these as they were springs somewhat back 
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from the road. The last one of these we 
reached about night, near the top of a mouii' 
taio. The wind was blowing a eale when we 
reachwd there but i«ood after died down, so 
we were enabled to keep a fire. We collected 
wood, made a windbreak, got our supper and 
retired; but we began to find that with all our 
bl&nkets we were suffering from the cold I 
spent the rest of the night kecipiag a good 
fire while the others slept what they could. 
It was so cold that wat^r would freez<? be- 
tween the fire and where our bed lay. The 
result was, however, we had a nice pot of beans 
for breakfast and felt no particular harm 
from our cold night in the mountaios in mid- 
winter. 

We then came down into the valley of the 
San Jacinto river. Here are lands of all kinds; 
low table lands, high table lands, bottom lands, 
low river bed lands, all surrounded by high 
mountains. Once a prosperous Mijsion had 
b»«n established here by the Priars with 
many Indians as their subjects There are 
remains of immense adobe buildings which 
were, undoubtably, .store houses; old ditches 
for waterways and pools; large beds of cactus 
[the kind that bear large fruit]; also very old 
olive trebs, etc. The walls and a part of the 
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old Wmple were still stsadtng; but all aroand 
great holes had been dug: in the g^roand by 
those who had b«ea searchiag for gold. It i* 
claimed that when the priests fied from this 
coiDtr; they left much gold buried in the 
ground; bat I have never learned of there 
being any found The iahabitanta of the 
land were in aboutas sad a state as the build- 
ings. These were a sort of relic of by gone 
days. There were only a few and these 
mostly Indians. There were two American 
familie-4 at s word's points with each other, (so 
ranch no they would go about their respective 
placei^ armed with a rifle), who were as hard 
to reach, as far as the gospel is concerned, 
as wure the Indiaas, As it was near Sunday 
and they were quite urgent we stopped here 
over Sunday, stoppin;? with both families and 
being well treated by both. 

Our de«ire was to ^nt the people together 
for service on Sunday, bat how to get at it 
we did not know. Making this known the 
man with whom we stopped, he said for us to 
leave that all with him and he would settle it. 
He had ns each mount a horse and with him, 
with a gaa over his shoulder, we started olT to 
an Indian village some three miles away. He 
seemed to be on friendly terms with the Im- 



dlaiBSftDd iDtrodnced as ttiliiug tbem^ we were 
"padres'' [fathers] an that we were to have 
"misa' (mass) at the old churchiDlhe morti- 
icg at ten o'clock. He told them alt to eoiue 
and they promised tbey would I had ma ay 
doubts about their coming bat he assured me 
they would come. Our friend al^o recognized 
a hog that some one had recently s^toleit from 
his place; but he said nothing. Oa the way 
back he shot twenty on* quail which his wife 
bakod in a pie. The next morning we were 
very curious to see how it would turn out 
about the meeting; but our friend was still 
confident As the others were k little late in 
getting ready, I started off ahead aad arrivwd 
at the old temple Which only consisted 
oi walls without any roof. When I ar- 
rived every part was without inhabitant, 
except the owls and bats, i was half in 
clined to return and tetl the others that 
it was no use to wait when our friend 
cftine jogging along and dismounted with 
such couDdence that I was ashamed to 
mention it. Presently we saw a head ap- 
pearing above the bushes and a woman 
appeared carrying a baby. She came in 
and squatted down in one corner; then an 
other, and another, and presently the mea 
b«gan to come''Triding. on hoxses. The 
women all walked, carrying their babies. 



wbii^ tbe nncD ali rude. They kept cumiDK 
UBtil we counted ftver'forty. 

We aaag, prayed and preached as bast 
w« could while they evidently understood 
as bett they could. We explained the way 
of «al*atioo to them and invited all who 
wished to bp prayed for to come- forward 
and kneel df>wn. They all came ferward 
and knelt down. So we did truly pray 
for tbem that God would open their un- 
derstandings and bring the truth home 
to their hearte. Our friend was quite re- 
joiced at the fiut^cess of the meeting and 
so were we. 

Chapter 6. ' 
MORE A.MEUICAN VENTURES. 



After leaving San Jaeiato we went per- 
haps ten miles up a gradually rising ne- 
st land as beautiful an expanse nf land 
as one generally sees any where, without an 
inhabitant. One reason is, there is no run- 
ning water, for a well one would need to go 
down to quite a depth. However on tbe upper 
side of this mesa i)t a large spring of water, 
the water flowing on a divide in the opposite 
direction. As we go past this spring and 
down through a deep rocky caOoD between 
high mbUBtains we come out iato another 
valley and nesa land..ezteadiDg to the sea. 



H«re we fouDd an American ( jna^ who had a 
large raoch stocked wttb burses, cattle and 
bogi, Tbe cbief tbing tbat seemed to be in 
bit way was a posaible lack of water and of 
agreeable society. The lady of the house 
bad been a Christian, that is, at least, she had 
been a member ot<JB^ Christian denomination 
sud was .making some effort to raise up 
a standard against the durkneso and 
heathenism tbat seemed tost-tilH down apoo 
them. They were glad tor our visit and we 
also iu turn were retresbHd by their kind 
hospitality. 

We went on ten wiles farther over land 
that seemed to be set with telegraph poles, 
but in reality it wa« covered with tail ibms- 
cal stock:), some reaching as high, perhaps, 
as fifteen or twenty feet. The mezcal plant ia 
something lik»t the centnry plant, only tbe 
main body of the plant growa up taller and 
more tret; xbaped. From one specie of tbis 
plant the mezcal or native whiskey is made 
— tbe grfatcnrseof Mexico. This plant and 
a saaller one called "siempreviva,''liveforever, 
cover the grou nd in every direction. We shoald 
■ay that the country generally is not covered 
with trees; in fact there are no trees worthy 
the name exetpt in valleys where waWr is 
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ci^ar the. surface, alODg c.e«k beds. The trees 
are different from thut^e farther nwrth and 
it is quite curious to notice how all kinds of 
foliage change in g^jug south. Sotae kinds 
that are poor and ncrawny iu the north flourish 
farther sonth: aud ali^o the contrary is true 
until a com plpt<i change t^kt^s place. 

W« now pass on ten miles and come to 
what has been an American colony. Hotel, 
slfiies, private houses, etc, were still ia exis 
tence, butthe occupants had aerirly all fled, 
A (Company boomed the place The poor 
man went and settled. They bad no means 
to develope witer although a plenty of water 
was possible to bw reached. The seasons 
were dry: their crops were a failure; the.y 
were homesick in a strange land. So broken 
up and discouraged they one after another 
returned What has been thu re&uit since or 
what will be the final result I do not know I 
am satisfied however if such land lay in upper 
California with snch chances of development 
it would "blossom as the rose." The climate 
here surpasses that of upper California I 
believe however they have strong winds that 
make it disagreable at times. We were 
kindly cared for here by the family in charge 
and bad th« privilege of a meeting in the 



evening in English. Al^^o we fuuad a puor 
sickman, who h&d come for biK health, dying- 
with the asthma. We told him of Jeii us mighty 
to sAve and to heal. He gladly accepted aad 
walked in the light and was made very 
happy in trusting in Jusus. People art) 
eagerly seetdog for climate aad mediciaes to 
heal them of their ills and neglect the great 
fountain of life which is evei' present and 
ready to save and heal both soul and body. 

The next place was th-^ Ha-a Rimoa 
valley where lived a Chilian; but the val- 
ley belonged to an Englishman, I b^ilieve. 
It is a large, beautlfuL valley, at the head 
of which is a large creek with a good 
flow of water. The water fiaally sinks in 
the sand and comes out in fresh water 
springs and lagoons near the ocean. But 
as yet it is almost wholly in the raw 
state. We were entertained here by an Irish- 
man who was living in a little shaaty by 
himself. 

We now had to go about two days trave) 
where there was no inhabitants and no water 
except a lone pump which we were to reach 
about night. W« were warned that if it should 
be dark when we reached there we might 
miss it. 80 as it was nearly sundown and 



we had fouad no signs of the pump it was 
decided that the brother should walk oa 
ahead as fast ae he could to discover the 
pump and warn us with a bouflre should it 
be dark. Wesooa lost bightof our compauioB 
and my son and I moved on as rapidly as we 
could knowiug the trial that we would be 
obliged to nufler, as welt as the donkey, 
should we not reach water It came oa d^rk, 
yet we had not seen our compaaion. Between 
eight and nine o'clock our hearts, were 
made^iad to see in the diiitauce the light of a 
fire. We were not disappointed in finding the 
Bro but he yet had found no pump. He had 
come to where the road parted and not know- 
ing which to take and fearing we night take 
one that he did nut, he had very wisely stop- 
ped. We were entirely at our wits end to 
know which to take. We stopped and prayed 
and trusted it away with the Lord and the 
ttoy said "papa let's take this one " So we let 
the child lead us and went on. 

We had not gone far when to our joy we 
cameoutat the pump. With great ditBculty 
we pu mped water enough for us and the doa- 
key owing to depth of the well, also to the 
bad condition of the pump. The water 
contained much alkiliand was very brackish. 
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Howev«r it was ^weet to u^ aad we praised 
the Lord for it. W.;, an well as the donkey, 
beiDg very tired took off his burden and let 
him go to pick up what he could for himself, 
while we wrapped up id our blankets and lay 
down OB the grouod and slept uotil morning. 

Had we not been exceedingly tired we 
would not have dared to do nvch a thing with- 
out firs or something to keep th^ wild animals 
away; but the Lord safely kept us. The 
principal wild aaiaials in these part-* are 
the mountain lion, c«jote and wildcat: there 
are also rattleenskes. 

When weawokeiu the morning our donkey 
was nowhere to be seen. We b>-gan tw be 
alarmed, and it was well we should, for there 
we were in the center of a bread, level ex- 
panse of country with wild donkeys in tbe 
mountaiDs,and donkeys will sceat their kind 
at a great distance and will travel fnr miles 
in the night to get in each others company. 

We ought, by all means, to have tied nr 
babbled him. This lime however we were 
not put to the trial of losing him. We stood 
upon the pump and carefully looked in every 
direction, prestntly at some distance away, 
sticking upabov* the bushes, and sinilar to 
them, were a pair of loag cars. Wa were glad 
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that our fears were not realized. 

Aftwr passing over a long stretch of level 
low lands lying near the ocean, we arrived 
about noon at the ranch of the Enslish Com- 
pany whose head quarters were at San Quia- 
tio. This ranch covers a lirgetractof beau- 
tiful, fertile land but lacks water. 

We might say here that there is less and 
lews rain thf farther south ynu go until scarce- 
ly any rain falls It has been know in these 
parts to have seven years without rain only a 
mint or fog. /T-.-^o— '( U,ii'.iS~'^^y^—, 

CHAPTER 7. 

SAN QUINTIN 



Por several mile-* before reaching San 
QuiDtin, nice farming land can be seen in 
the distance and a few ranch bouses, 
where the English Company have made 
improvements. San Quintiu i« situated on 
a bay or lagoon where sm:ill vcsshIs can 
eater. Th>i town it-itilf i* built on sand, 
it is sand everywhere. The Company have 
built a larse hrjt^l. store and other build- 
ings for living purpoi^es, and we believ« 
since have put up a flour mill. The natives 
live in shacks round about. The Govern 
ment officers fare a, little better. There are 
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a few hundred iahabitaDts In this tuwa. 
We w«re entertained by the lady who kept 
the hotel for the Company. It was, I thiuk, 
at her expense, oot the C«mpaDy,3. The Bng' 
lishtnen at the bead of the Compatiy were 
Church of England people. After seeing their 
drinki&g and carousing and other indecent 
actions on Saturday night onw would not 
think that they were religious; but on Sun- 
day morning, when we asked if we could hold 
serviceK in the hotel, we were informed that 
thev had srveiaes of their own anl it w«t 
against the rules of their society to invitH 
preachers that were not of that snciety to 
take part. However we were invited to come 
iy to the meeting, so we attended. Who 
should set himself up to read the sermon but 
the man who was drunk the night befor*. and 
the young woman who played the organ and 
led in the singing was she who had behaved 
indecently with this same man. The service 
was conducted in a very sanctimonious style 
and after reading the closing prayer in which 
be prayed that they all might be sanctified 
and lead holy lives etc. my heart got io full 
I could no longer refrain, so I broke right 
in and said; "Teachings I have heard nn 
holy living are excellent, the prayer for a 
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holy life is excellent; but one thing I see is 
lacking; it \tLOks puttiagiu practice. It surely 
is an abomination to live in si>and wickedness 
all the week, and then come in hore on Sunday 
moroiag and go through these sacred thiags. 
God hates hypocrites, even their solemn 
assemblies are an abomination to Him;" and 
with other like words I exhorted them, while 
the organist sat with uplifted fingers, ready 
to strike the keys at a signal from the leader 
which soon came, not however till I had 
delivered my nie>sage. They treated me 
with much coldness but feared to be rude 
for fear their own wickedness would become 
more public. 

We asked the privilege of holding a few 
meetings in the hotel for the natives as there 
was no other convenient room. But this was 
denied us on the grounds that they were to 
have a Mew Year's ball and needed all the 
time and rnom to make preparation. 
The next day while I was passinga company 
of these men who were admiring a donkey, 
one of them remarked that it could almost 
talk. I said, "yes; once upon a time one did 
talk and preached a sermon to a man. We 
ought to receive a message from Qod even if 
ft donkey dods deliver it." After this they 



treated us with more respect: at least it is to 
be hoped they were made better in their 
lives. We went among the natives and held 
little meetings here and ther« in their huts. 
They seemed glad for our coming. Tliere 
had not been even a priest among them for 
four years and they had a lot of baptizing of 
children that they wantsd done and asked u-< 
if we would doit, and others Wiint-'l to con- 
fess, On« man, a saloon keeper, :ifter wf 
talked with him, wanted ii*: to pray for him 
and offered us four dollar-^, a-* an offeriag. 
We toid him we would pray the Lord to help 
him quit hi-* wiukedne^s and turn to the Lord 
bat explained that we did not takf pay but 
when people desired to give U'^ money to help 
us in the Lord's work, we took it for the 
glory of God He insisted we should take it 
on these tern^s, so we did. As to baptizing 
the children, we "xplained to th^m how they 
themselves ought to be converted and be bap- 
tized and then teach their children the way 
of salvation, and whwn the children were 
truly converted they could be baptized. A 
few sick were healed and gave God glory. 

We had now traveled one hundred and fifty 
miles from Ensonada. The next place farther 
sonth, and the only one of importance, was 
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Ito&ario, forty miles away. As we had 
opportunity to see som.- from there and to 
sead literature, we did not go but turned 
oar steps backward and stopped again at 
the pump over night, and tbi^ next night at 
Sau Banaon. The nsxt day we followed up the 
San Ramon river to the little Indian village 
of Santit Domingo, Hure was a little town 
noted more for its antiquity than for its pre- 
sent inhabitants. 

The scenery is beautiful, surrounded by 
mountains with quit^ an ext'^nsive valley 
-■itretchiug out before the town; all of which 
can be easily water-'d frooa the river which 
probably never lacks water. 

The tii'st hou^e wh re-vched was the old 
Missiou which wa^ still stiuding entir«, but 
in a dilapidated condition. lu front of the door 
was a bell suspended between two posts; 
we read the date that wa'- inscribed on the 
bell and, according as I remember, it was 
1701. Tho small burying ground near the 
Mission was one of great note among the 
natives, containing the remains of Bome very 
noted church men. and bodies of Indians who 
had fought bravely for the religion of the 
priests; but it was all a mere relic of the past. 
The aole inhabitant of the Mission was the 
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owl or bat, fulfilliog the Scriptures. As we 
approached the little cluster of bouses where 
the people lived it was begiDQiiig to gpt dark 
We found them seated around a &re roasting 
beef. They looked at us with t«urp.-ise, but 
we told them our mission and placed our- 
selves iB their care. They very joyfully 
accepted the itervice. One ran and ruiij^the 
bell and the word went forth 'Thn Padres 
[fathers] have ciinae!" They gave our donkey 
some corn and turned him out t'l choose his 
food where ever h« onild, Wti exorfts^ed onr 
fears of lo-^ing him but they assured us that 
was im possible as lonfras bi; was in rheircare. 
Tbey gave u:j a new sdoba house to sle»p 
in, aod although it had neither d^tor nor wia- 
dow, that is, only openings, yet it was the 
best In the place. A druoken Indian claimed 
to have great love for us and wanted to be 
over friendly, but a woman took a club and 
drove him off with threats of further punish- 
ment if be did not keep away. It was succe-'s - 
ful. This woman was the chief person in the 
town, she was a widow and really owned all 
that was worth owning. The rest were rela- 
tions or servants. They brought us tortillas 
and beaas and meat for our supper. We in 
turn sent out word we would preach to them 



that eveniDg so they camu together and seat- 
ed themselves od the grouad Qoor ia a circle 
and we by thj light of a candle we brought 
with us sang and read »ad explained the 
word to them, as the Lird gar-* it to a-j. They 
were all ready to be prayed for and seemed 
glad for the meeting. The next day at ten 
o'clock we got them together again, that is, 
those who were not too drunk to come; «ome 
of the women were drunk &s well as the men, 
and read Scripture to them and preached 
to them again. There was a young woman, 
the dau<?ht°r of the widow, w'a*. with tears 
running down her cheeks, told us how she 
desired to be wher*^ she could see and hear 
eomethiag better thaa th--yhad in that place, 
8he had learni^d to rpad so we gave ber a 
Testamt-at and coun-ieted her to read it her- 
8&lf and teach it to the others the very best 
she could; and in that way she would become 
instructed herself and could be a helpto the 
others: and that If she was faithful the Lord 
would, in his o#a tiiae. grant her the desire 
of Ker heart in giving her greater things. 

About two, clock we toot oar leave of them. 
Here we very imprudently let them know 
that we had about eleven dollars with us. I 
saw my mistake but it was too late, -^o all we 
could do was to trust the Lord to overrule it. 
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Chapter 8. 
AHARDPLAUE. 



After traveling several miles aloog the val- 
ley near the foot hills we crossed the moun- 
tain anii came down into a lar^e and beautiful 
valley about one mile or more east from San 
Telmo. This was some fifteen miles back 
from the coast. The ranch housn and sur- 
roundings showpd tha* an American hand 
had been guidingaffairs in that vicinity, Sor" 
enough, when we met the owner we recg- 
nized a familiar face. He was a brother to a 
young man who made hi-thomefora short 
time with us in Los Angeles, Calif. He had 
come down into this country and married the 
daughter of anoth'^r American who many 
yearn ago had married an Indian woman and 
thereby got posessioo of a large tract of land. 

Her« we met a man from Farmington, 
Maine, who had bpen away from th^re many 
years, bis whereabouts being unknown to his 
friends. He was sick and evidently not long 
for this world, hardened Ib sin, trying, as it 
were, to get away from God and man. There 
were two or three others stopping there who 
were more or less of the same character. 
. That night wb preached to them in EJnglish 
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and Id Spanish. We were scoffed at by some 
but others took oir part,so the scoffers w«re 
put to sluime, 

Saturday moroiBg we went down to the 
village of San Telmo, baiag seat for by a man 
whose wife had died aud he wanted as to 
preach the funeral. We foind the people 
gathered around a hut in which was the re- 
mains of the woman. Neither cbair nor couch 
graced that hovel of reeds, with the ground 
for a floor. He was oneof theimportant mea 
of the town so there was a general turnout 
to the funeral. 

The women sat around on the ground while 
the men stood around with heads uncovered. 
We did not know what was really expected of 
ns but as they gave the whole matter over 
intoour hands, we went ahead, sang a hymn, 
read Scripture, preached to them the best we 
could and pray«d. Then they took the re- 
mains which was placed in a rough box and 
four men bare headed bore it, crossing a riv- 
er about breast deep. Some of the men who 
followed crossedthe river in the same manner 
wading through; but the re»t of us crossed 
on a plank. Every man and boy kept hit 
bead uncovered from start to finish, although 
the heat from the sun was great . We were 
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obliged to break their custom by wearing our 
hats. When they were approaching the bury- 
ing ground, there came out to me«t them a 
very old Indian woman waving her hands 
franticlyin the air and uttering the must piti- 
able cries, waiting and moans I ever heard. 
This she continued for a long time. I asked 
a man if she really felt bad^ or was doing it 
bpcause it was customary. He stiid it was 
just a custiim. They pay her something for 
crying. No grave was dug when we reached 
there but amid thi» wailing and a sort of a 
chanting song a man took a shovel and com- 
menced digging, When he tired another took 
bis place until evury man had a turn Ht it. 
Also when it was being filled every man threw 
in a little dirt. 

Their mourning was aoon over and, being 
New Year's eve., they all turned in for a 
drunk and dance. The man who entertained 
u» was the man who sold the liquor and in 
whose house was the dance, and whose father 
[or father in- law, I do not remember which, 
they were all one family] was the judge and 
chi*f man of the place. They gave us a room 
next to the room where the dance was, with 
the privilege of sleeping on the floor. 
So in the midst of the sound of dancing right 
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at our beads aDd the frequent yells of drunk- 
en Euen lighting on the outside, we truely 
passed a horrible night, aboutas close to So- 
dom as we have ever been. My little son was 
eajoying his sleep very well and I had laid 
down OH the promise, "though I make my 
bed in hell, behold thou art there;" and "I 
will both lay me down in peace and sleep for 
the Lord alone maketh me to dwell in safety. " 
My companion, however, did not seem so well 
settled for several times during the night I 
noticed him upon his knees evidently wrest- 
ling with the powers of darkness. 

Perhaps we have aeglected to say that this 
was a Christmas and New Years festivity 
which is carried on for a week. They kept 
up their dancing until daylight Sunday morn, 
ing and from that time to about ten o' clock 
everything was quiet, as they were tryi«g to 
get a little rest aft«r their night's debauch. 
About one o' clock we were enabled to get the 
people together for a meeting. After preach- 
ing Jesus unto them, thev raised the question 
of -'Mfl-it Hf>ly Mary." We told thOTi it wa** 
Jeaus and not Mary. Then the women took 
up the cry of "Most Holy Mary," and when 
w« would pass them they would repeat that 
same. 
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A man bad come over from Saato Domiago 
aid informed them that we bad soms mosey 
with us. One wicked looking fellow wished 
OS to change some money for him We re- 
fused and another said he wished to give my 
httle boy a half a dollar, and at the same time 
handing him a dollar and wanting a half dol- 
lar back I refused to give him any change 
back, i^o he took his dollar and went off. I 
began ta feel a terrible depression come over 
me and a great desire to get a way from there, 
but it being Sunday we did not wish to pack 
up and go off on that day. After a little the 
brother who wai with am said he telt a terri- 
ble oppression and he did not know why . Then 
th« man with whom we stopped came to ua 
and said: ''I am your friend. I know these 
people. I would be glad for you to stay here, 
but as a friend 1 advise you to go from here 
as quickly as possible. These people have 
been drinking and no knowing what they will 
do; ' We lost no time in taking his advic»,but 
saddled our donkey and, after thanking the 
man for his kindness and counseling him to 
seek the Liord and promising to pray for him, 
we set out with the prosp«;ct of having night 
overtake us on the road, but, at all events, 
eoBDtiag it safer than to remain there. In- 



stead of keeping the road -we had ezp<^cted 
to, and which they ^bought we would, we 
missed that and took a>nther that led back to 
what bad been an American Colony, a» I have 
before mentioned. 

Not antil we had gone a safe distance on 
thin road did ths oppression leave us and we 
felt secure. We know not to what extent 
they followed ua nor what were their iatea- 
tions, bat we were truly thankful to make 
our escape even by taking a mooalii^ht walk 
of fifteen miles over a strange road, for we 
knew not .whiiher we went until we came out 
safely at the American Colony. 

This, undoubtedly, is a fiua cmntry. We 
traveled over a long stretch of level country 
and crossed several times this stream that 
was waist deep of clear, beautiful water. 
Duck^ and fish abound in it^ waters. At times 
the stream would entirely di'^appear under 
ground theu come out in torrants snoia dis- 
aaoe below. Thi^ was in tima of drought 

After leaving Colonett [the American Col- 
ony], on our return, nothing especial occurred 
until we were again in the mountains between 
San Jacinto and Santo Tomas, Wg arrived 
at a watering place rather late at night and 
turned our donkey loose to pick for himself 
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around the spring, truisting in bis love for our 
company to keep him there. But we learned 
to our sorrow thabdonkeys, as well as people, 
like their own kind best. In the morning 
when we awoke, our donkey was nowhare in 
sight, nor was he to be fnand by diligent 
search. At last, after the forenoon was half 
spent in xearching, we found ourselvei off in 
the mountains, at least five miles from any 
inhabitant, with a donkey load of luggagt*, 
including pack saddle etc. and no donkey. 

We ca&t nur cares on the Liord and rejoiced, 
knowing that all things work for our good. 
We divided up our load, each one taking part 
according to his abihty, and set nut through 
th"? hot suQOver theroagh mountains, hoping 
somewhere to overtake the donkey. A little 
past noon we arrived at Santo Tomas and 
therein frontof a man's house stood ourdon 
key as uuconcerned at our arrival as if hi^ 
never had seen us. He had gotten into the 
haystack of a man who had fed him dry corn 
husks instead of hay en our way down and 
be had of his own accord broken in and 
eaten his fill of th« man's bay. 
After resting awhile and eating dinner with 
a German who lives in that place and keeps a 
sort of hotel, we came on and arrived that 
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Bight a>t the house ia the cafloi where we had 
stopped with the Indian the night that I was 
lost f.'om the others during; the day. Here 
we had enhance to prove M-ixictQ hx^pitality. 
Much is said about the hospitiliDV of the 
Mexican, but we can say with &11 authority on 
this line, a* a rule, (there are exceptions), 
they'fulflli tbH Scripture which says, "The 
Gentiles give hoping to receive a^ much 
again." It takes the teaching and Spirit of 
theG-ospe) to make people really liberal and 
hospitable 

They had a boy about five mr six years old 
whose only article rif clothing was something 
like a night sbirt that came down somewhat 
above his kneus. It wi^i in January and 
although the days were very warm the nights 
were so cool that a thin layer of ice wa;* 
formed •ver the little ditch of water that ran 
past the hou^^e. It was amusing to see the 
little fellow try to cover himself >e as to keep 
warm and also to hide his nakedness; My 
little boy had two coats and did not really 
need them both so I persuaded him to give 
the boy a nice little overcoat His father at. 
liempted tt> put it on him but he screamed 
and ran like a wild boy. His father, in order 
to makehiiQ mind, that morning had told him 
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he would givo him to us to carry away. This 
habit of lying to children is very prevalent 
among Mexicans. They often tell the child- 
ren they willkili them,or throw them into the 
well, or shut them up ia a room where the 
devil wilt get them, and such like expressions. 
Some have very justly given this habit 
of lying to the children as one of the chief 
reasons why the word of the Mexican is so 
uncertain. They learn to lie from their 
parents at a very early age. 

Finally, after much [)ersuading, he suf- 
fered it to be put un and a prouder and more 
oontent little boy you would r*«arcely find. Hh 
would walkabout looking at it a,nd stroking it 
with his hand while his eyes sparkled with 
delight. Although we divided also our food 
with them yet his father did not fail to get his 
share of the benefits by charging us a good 
price for the privilege of sleeping on his cow- 
bide 

After spending tbe Lord's day with the 
people in the Manadero, and getting them 
out to a meeting at the schoolhouse, we ar- 
rived in Eusenada, ftll in a better state of 
health than when we left, and with thanks- 
giving in our hearts to God who had s* 
kindly cared for us. 



ChapTkh 9. 

THE RETURN TO SAN DIEGO, UALIP. 

By this ti.me there seemed to be a strong 
desire oa the part of all our party to return 
overland to 8an Diego The distance was 
about 110 miles There were two routes, one 
inland (a wagon road) aad a shorter route by 
the coast, (a trait). Either of these roads bad 
more or less inhabitants. We d>?uided to take 
the coast road. The owner of the doakcy of 
fered us the use of it provided we woaid 
bring it back, wliich we agreed to do. So 
with muf.hjoy, being now head^^d homeward, 
we set out. The first d&y in the foreaooa 
xtopped Bt ft rsDCb called Sauzal (a place of 
willows). Here we were told that we could 
reach water that afternoon. We took a small 
bottle of water but it being very hot and we 
walking quite rapidly the water whs soon gone 
and we became vpry thirsty. The road was 
rough and motiotaiaous and when dark came 
on we were still plodding oe ezceedingly 
tired and very thirsty It was with great - 
difliculty that we could keep the -trail and of. 
ten we had to light a match and creep around 
to D&ku sure we were in the right path. 

About aine o' clock we reached a ateep and 



abrupt dacent and the quiokeoed paca of our 
doDke7 indicated that water was at band. 

He went ' on the ruBb down into a canon 
wbere tbere were oak trees and did not stop 
until he found a little stream of water. Wa 
also followed as aaxionsly, not even wMtiag 
to bunt for a good placo but drank from the 
first puddle we came to whicb we found, af- 
ter our thirst was somewhat quenched, was 
ton strong to retoru for the second drink. 

Thoijsandsot-hea't of stack come here to 
drink and the flow of water ho small that it 
was with difficulty wecoald g:<«taolean drink. 

Here we campeJ under a big oak tree, 
built a good fire and cooked our sapper, [a 
the night we were suddenly awakeaed by 
the presenceof hundreds of animals coming 
rushing upon as. At first we thought they 
were deer coming for water but we vary 
quickly discerned that they were bor^e^ and 
colts. We could also hear in the distance the 
barking of dogs. In the morning we wtiat 
outinto the valley, which was a very large,leTel 
tract of land with three or four honsea in 
night This valley is called Santa Rosa. We 
visited the first house, read some from the 
Bible and prayed with them and left some li- 
terature. The «ext bouse, the lady appeared. 



to be part American although could not talk 
English. They treated us »ery kindly. We 
gave them a New Testament and they in turn 
gave ua some eatables to take along on oar 
journey. We did not visit the other places 
as they were oft the road quite a distance. 

Alter passing orer some more rough and 
very picturesque country late la the afternoon 
we arrived at a ranch callt^d the "Mision 
Viejo" [Old Mission], This is situated within 
about a mile of the ocean on quite a large 
stream ef water. Around about are various 
rains of buildings and the people living there 
have many tales of what once had been, but 
now it is a (-imple horse and eattie ranch. 

The owner, er at least he who had pes - 
aeKSioa, for there was a quarrel among the 
heirs as ihere is in nearly all these old ran- 
ches, was very 4ick with an af&ictioa in his 
back that rendered bim helpless. We told 
him that Jesus was mighty to heal, read 
Scripture to him and told bim that the Lord 
had commissioned his preachers to anoint 
with oi! the sick and th»ty shnuld recover. He 
was very much interested and desired na to 
anoint him. We did so and he declared that 
he had received a great benefit, A year or 
BO afterwards wa visited this ranch and 
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learned that this man vas cotnpletelr healed 
and bad giveD God the gtory. The ne:it oight 
we stopped beside & creek some fifteen miles 
■from »ny inhabitant. Here we worked quite 
late at niifht colltcting wood to build a fire 
and then keptagood fire all night. In the 
night we were awakened by a coyote trying 
to steal some dried meat we bad with us. 

We lay dcwn again and went to sleep- of a 
sudden I sprang up hardly knowing why but 
probably crackiag of brush awoke me and 
there not over three rods away was an ani- 
mal as large or larger than a large bulldog. 

I grabbed a rock and tlirew it toward him 
and he turned and ran circling around us. It 
problably wa!^ a mount-ain linn as they are 
found in that country. I added more fuel to 
to the fire and we fiaished out the nigbtin 
safety. As we went on our jouroey s,oine of 
the way was on the beach aad some places 
are dangerous on account of the high bluffs 
and the difficulty of getting out when the tide 
comes in. One place we just escaped in time 
by turning back and even then where we 
entered was being flooded with the tide. At 
noon we reached a valley called Rosa rip. 
Here we were told it was fifteen miles to the 
United States line. We expected to make it 
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if possible, that af ternooD. At that place are 
two or three ranches.or at least a division of 
(me ranch. I think they are all of one fami 
ly originally. There had been a long dry spell 
and even then (the last of February) there 
bad been do rain during what in called the 
rainy season. On the hillsides and in the 
valleys cwuld be swf u the skeletons of animals 
thai had starved to death: and many that 
were living were mere skeletons. For our 
two months traval over the country th 
witholding of tht' rain w»s providential, but 
they said pray for rain. We told them when 
we gut to San Diegu it would rain abundantly 
which it did and Hooded the whole country. 
We read Scripture to themaud talked to thena 
of the way of salvatiun. 

Now we expected to make our next stopping 
place on the other side of thn line. The Lord 
bad blessed and prospered our journeyings 
bat they had not been without the temptations 
and manifestation of the works of the devil. 
Traveling all day through sand and over 
mountains through the hot sun and then at 
the close of a long day's travel to have to col- 
lect wood and cook a scanty meal tad sleep 
on the ground would give the devilachance 
to cast many things in our teeth, and try our 
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coQsecratioD. On various occasions it was 
evident tbat he had gotten the adva,Qtage. 

This nouD also there bad been uvideaces of 
it, aud the nearer we get home the harder 
the devil seemed to try to gaia ground. 

About Dine miles from Ro--ari<>, with the 
sun about au hour or more high, we caine to 
a little creek of water. As it was near night 
and we purposed to go through to the liue it 
was quite necessary tbat we hastun on but a« 
my little boy was hungry 1 knew it would be 
hard for him go without uotil we reached 
the end of our journey; sol proposed to slip 
the bundle off the donkey and take a pi^ce of 
dried beef aud then put it on ag^ia, which 
would only take about live minutes. The 
Bro. objected but eve» while I was sp ^^kiag 
I had the bundle off; so I took out the meat 
and did up the bundle and threw tbe bundle 
back ou thedonkey. The Bro. than sprang 
forward and said I should not put the bundle 
OS again but I said in jusk a moment I wilt 
hate it on and kept tying it on. Then he 
sprang on me and tried to throw me to the 
ground. I had advantage of him and so 
threw kim on his back in the sand. Ha waa 
very aigry and demanded that I should let 
him up. I told him if he would not attempt 
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to strike or tight me 1 would. He bit me 
and wituld aot primi-it^ but demanded that I 
let him up. I flaally let him get up and then 
he waoted to fight me; I told him I would 
not do that but would takeout some bluukets 
and he might have the rest aad the donkey 
and [ would take my boy and we would go 
on and be could go by himself. At lirst he 
refused but aftdf wd had started on without 
them hi' called roe back and gave me" the 
blankets. My boy and I stxrted on then 
int>«ndiiig, if posj^ible, to reai-.h the line that 
night. When it uame on dark we lost the 
trail and then wu had to pick our way along 
over bru^ih and cactu:*. We kept this up un- 
til we could go no farther becau se of the cac- 
tus in our feet. We had forgotten to take 
any water 30 thirst added to our troubles. 
But amid all this we were happy and ex- 
pressed ourselves as being much more con- 
tent there than where there was coatentisn. 
We found some horse '"chips" and started a 
flre. Being not far from the ocean and having 
to put in our time anyway we concluded to 
make our way to the beach and see if we could 
find some drift wood. We felt our wky along 
and found ourselves on a i ^'h bluff, butfollow- 
ing down a ravine a«d getting dowa a per- 
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cipitous place we reached the beach. We 
found a plenty of drift wood and packtid it up 
on the bluff and then packed it to the firs. 

This took somwtiuie but we rathar eaj*yed 
it. The wood with the 'chips'' we collected 
kept us a good tire alt night. We passed the 
night very comfortably except the boy would 
want water and the conciousiiesH that there 
was none made it worse. We would noasional- 
ly hear the bark of a coyote or the noise of a 
wildcat; but nothing molested us and we 
got coQsiderable goo6 sleep. We started out 
early in the morning on oir juurnev taking a 
path that l^d up the aiountaias which seemed 
to lead in the right directinn. Climbing up 
the mountains was too hard for the boy; so [ 
would pack him up a ways and than go back 
and get the bundle of blankets. In this way 
we reachdd the top We found smne cactus 
fruit which served us for food and helped 
some to quench our thirst. We saw in th« 
distance on the side of another mountain 
what appeared to be a spring of water but 
did Bot dare to go there as it was in the 
opposite direction from where we were going. 
After following along the top •f tbe>mountaiD 
for some distance we came to an old wood 
road which I at once recogoized as an old 
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ro&d wbure another Bro. and I several years 
before bad come dowa in tbere for meuquite 
roots to burQ whea I was preacbiag *t ^ia 
Juana as a M«ttiodUt preachsr. I bugaa to 
praise the Ltrdsod to feel at hoiae. We had 
a long ways yet to go but could follow the 
road I left tbe bundle in the aaiddle of the 
road and took the boy in my arms and 
hastened on as faat as I could. Going down 
through a caDun we pas«ed a sheep camp 
where was sitting a barrel uf water, bat a 
great watch dog was guarding the premittes 
and he had no idea of letting us cone near 
^o went on and about thrae o'clock we came 
out ia the main road ou the American side of 
the line. Just as we came out the Bro. 
we had left behind came along with the 
donkey. We asked him if he had any water. 

He said he had and hasted to get it. The 
bottle full seemed but a taste to us, but w* 
seon bad some more and couked our diuner. 

I took tbe donkey and went back and got 
my blankets and that night wc stopped with 
a Bro. in Otay. The next day we were 
with the brethren at San Diego It was a 
few days beffire I brought tbe matter be- 
fore the brethren but it was necsesary as 
the Bro. was inclined to go on professing 
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over all that had taken place and was secretly 
talking^ agalast me. Hu Hoally madeacoQ- 
fesi^oa and I asked him to forgive me and the 
matter w&s settled. I have uot desire to speak 
of this affair but it has not seem«d well to 
leave it out as it was one of the important bat 
humiliatiag experieoces.

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Chapter 10. 
RETURN TO ENSENADA. . 
After speoiing a luonth or so. with the 
brethren ia San Diego we began to make 
preparations to return to Mexico. The Bro. 
who had been with me and 1 concluded that 
it wouid not be best that we go to the work 
together; at least he took the donkey and 
started on while I waited fi)r another Bro. 
from Lios Angeles who said he felt led of 
the Lord to go with" me. He cune to San Die- 
go and tarried while we made preparations, 
such as bnying tvo donkeys and making can- 
vas bags, getting an ontfit of camping dishes 
and laying in a store of eatables, snch as 
would be suitable for the journey overland 
meanwhile we were preaching and visiting 
among the saints. As the time approached 
to start aad especially the morning of our 
departure I perceived the Bro, s heart was 
■ot in it as it had been. I did not know the 
full truth of the matter at the time but I soon 
after found out what was the matter. Al- 
though about fifty years old he had. never been* 
married and here he met for the first time 
hie hearts ideal in the form of a widow who 
had bean recently saved in the meetings. 
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That morning before we started be bad 
«Uppud around to bar house and they had 
made an agreement to marry He, of course, 
now became doubleminded as to what course 
to pursue. However, be and my little boy aud 
myself, with two donkeys set our faces 
Miuthward down the beach toward Mexico. I 
could see something was working on tbe mind 
of the Bro. and once or twice he made 
mention of and looked in tbe direction of the 
widow's ranch. In the afternoon we crf>ssed 
with (lifHculty tbe Tia Juana river, crossing 
tbe Mexican linewewentdirecttotfa» Cnstom 
House. Vfe unloaded our doak^ys and laid the 
things out before the tifficialu for oxamina- 
tion, told them we werecomiog to Mexico to 
preach the Gospel and would eommenca by 
giving them some tracts. Th» one thit 
seemed to have aatbority told us to put the 
loads on the donkeys and go with him We 
followed to his house. He showed as around 
in bis house and Baid:"This is your bease and 
your food while you are in Tia Juana. Just 
make yourselves at home.'' We staid with 
turn foarteea days and found him just as true 
to his word the last day as be was the first. 

He was one man at least in Mexico that 
showed hospitality without grudging and 
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without the hop« of getting as much again 
as far as we could discern, at least. We 
visited all the famiUes, reading and praying 
with thDiQ ia thmr homes, held one public 
meeting, prayed for a number who were sick 
and some were truely benefited. One girl 
was healed of the tnunps. Her face was bad 
ly swollen and she was suffering greatly. Shu 
was instantly relieved, eat ha r supper and 
rejoiced greatly. The people were so blinded 
by their darkness and -.npirstitioas that they 
harl Vcigne and mistii',al ideas concerning us. 

As the tune came far us to move on south 
the Bro. came to me and caid thathe felt 
that he wanted trt pray over the matter of go- 
ing farther south or not. So he went to the 
bushes one way and [ went another to pray. 

The bnrdun on me was, would I go alone 
with my little boy overland to Bnsenada(a dis- 
tance of one hundred miles) or not? I s&id 
''yes, Lord: "and peace and rest and assur- 
ance mied my soul. I knew the Ijord would 
take Us throngh When I met the Bro, - He 
asked me what thu Lord shuwi^ii me. I told 
him that the Lord had showed me and made 
me w liing ti> go alone. He siud it was clear 
that he should return. So he tu rned over all 
tha things to me except bis blanlceta and donk- 
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e^ Rod returned to Saa Diego, married the 
widow and Rs far as I know has kept saved, 
altboogh his wife has since died and be is 
atill alose. 

During the few days that we remained in 
Tia JuBoa the devil laid a CDaniagly davised 
trap to catch me. I also beiog.a widower tu* 
tried to catch ma on the marriage qneEtioD. 
Theday we held tbepablic meetingayuung 
Mexican girl of good appearance very meekly 
came forward and sought and professed to 
get salvation. I, is company with my littlo 
boy, visited her home and taught them to 
sing some of of the soogs They received 
me very cordially, and in callinK the nest day 

1 also called there aad was received with even 
more cordiality, especially by the young lady. 

She m^e agreai deal uf my little boy and 
made the remark that I ougbt to give that 
little boy to her mother in exchange for her 
yooDger biBter. Then 1 suffered my mouth 
to speak foolishneKs or a jest that gave the 
devil a chanee. I saw it was what she wan 
hinting at aud I said "perhaps I bad better 
giv»> the buy in exchange for you," She was 
highly pleased and seemed to take my jest 
as a proposilien. From that moment the 
devil began mightily on me telling me that 
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was the rery thing I ought to do. I ^ent 
quiekly to my room and began calliDg on Gtod 
to show me if that was his will or if 1 was 
being dpoeived. The argaments that came 
up were like these. This is your first real 
conrert, she is not ashamed to come out 
before the othero. She is Mexican and 
understands the Spanish language and will 
be a great hPip to yon in Mexico The matter 
pressed uo me hesrily I prayed for hours.

I saw God had made bouudM between me 
and this uatioaality on this line and I baid, 
"if the Lord has laid tbotte bounds by his 
grace I will not cross ovi^r them. As soon 
as I reached thut decisiod the whole delusion 
vanished away aad I saw it was a trick of the 
devil to trap me and destroy my usefulaess. 

But the victory Lgot has served forall time 
with lue on that line.

ALONE IN A STRANGE LAND. 



The time was come for us set oat on our 
journey. I bave said "alone'' but this is not 
rtslly true. While a littte boy five years old 
■*y not be maah heJp physioally yet he is 
l^aed company and gare me entranee and 
welcome ioto many a home that otherwibe 
would have been hard to enter. We traveled 
slowly stopping at all the scattering ranch 
houses along the way. For about three days 
our road was in the direction along the Tia 
Juana rirer, crossing this crooked straam a 
hundred times more or less, preparations 
always having to be made for crossing and 
carryingthe boy across on my back. The first 
day about noon wo passed a smalt wood house 
where an American was batching. He had a 
fire built in the middle of the room on the 
dirt floor and was roasting some beef. He 
invited us to have some , also some biscuits 
hehad made. He like many Americans in 
this country wan kind to his countrymen 
but hard toward Ged and man}' of them do 
not like to have you inquire too closely into 
their former life, neither is one always 
certain of finding out their real name. In 



the afteraooD w« came to where and old In- 
dian yns camped who I believe bad been the 
head of bis tribe and dow was abent all that 
waa left of it. The family coDsistiid of thia 
very eld man, a shriveled up old lady, and 
another sad lookinac womao, aod a speeinan 
in the form of a hainaa bein^ tied witii stoke 
aod chain. It was ^ boy or yonng man in 
age. They said his father] was away to 
work. He would crawl to the end of his 
chain and beg bo piteouslyfor something to 
eat. My little boy had two oranges which 
some one had given him and he was moved to 
divide with the boy. Thfc boy grasped it and 
eat it with such an eagerness thiat the giver 
was well repaid for his sacrifice. Their tent 
consisted of eld rags and pieces of tio bound 
on poles. Tbey were cleaning and roasting 
some entrailit of a l>eef that a Mexican man 
had thrown out for them as he passed along 
the road. This may appear an unnavory dish 
to someof onr reader* but we must confess 
that since we have been in Uezico wehave 
found out that nome parts of these are very 
Dice when properly dressed. 

We read some to tbem from tbe Bible, 
prayed with them, and divided with tbem 
some food Tbey were very much pleased 
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with our visit and we left them thankiag Giod 
from our heart (or the priviiege of carryiug 
some at least of the good news of the Goflpel 
to that poor IndiaD family. Late that night 
we came to the ranch of the man who had 
given the Indian the waste meat and were 
kindly cared for by him that night. Re was 
from California and claimed to be the right- 
ful owner of ail the land where the city of Sa. 
tinas was built, but he said he had been de- 
frauded out of it. His wife was vi>ry sick 
with the dropsy and an American qua<;k doc- 
tor was stopping there and prftending to cure 
her, I urged them lo put their case in the 
hands of the Lord, but my aiivice wa« not i-ery 
acceptable, especially with the quack rinctor. 
I afterwards heard be gave her a medicioB 
that killed her and when he discovered it be 
quickly made his way across the line into the 
U. S. 
Thi.s part of the rouutry is not mountainous 
but hilly, with small valleys here and there. 
The ranches, like n«arly all Mexican ran- 
ches are only cattle ranches, no fruit, no veg- 
etables; cora tortlllas,beans, meat and cheesit 
•are the principal food, 

At noon we stopped at a ranch where they 
■were "rouading up" cattle, that is, all the 
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owners of cattle in the country were thire 
and tb«7 bad gKtb#r»d all the cattls and 
horses into s little valley smd wars brandisg 
the young stock that bid not been branded 
with the peculiar markoC its proper owner. 

It was an interpstingand sometimes thrill- 
ing sight to ses them catch and bind the wild 
horses and cattle but they did it with such 
dexterity that showad they were at home in 
the business. They would start after a wild 
horse, throw a "lazo" over hi* bwad tbea the 
horses they were riding would brace in the 
saddla whila the wild horae would be bros^bt 
up with a snddaa jerk that would throw him 
on the ground with his wind shut off by the 
tight rope around his neck. He would lay a 
few moments like a dead horse thea he would 
spring to bis feet and start to run but anotbar 
checking would cause bim to fall again. By 
this time be was ready to be bound or what 
e*er else they wished to do with hia, complete- 
ly subdued. 

The lady of the house gave us some beans 
and tortillas, after which we read and prayed 
with them. After tbe prayer she searched 
around and found ink and paper and brought 
them to me requesting me to write down the 
prayer I bad said so she might laarn it. I 
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•xplained to ber that we did oot learn oar 
prayers but each time ve prayed the Holy 
Spirit helped us to pray for just such thiags 
as we ought to pray for. She had nevar 
beard of that way before but thought it was 
a very nice way. We also gave her of such 
literature as we had. In this section of the 
country also was a public school, taught by a 
German who had married a Mezicaa. At 
night we reached the ranch of a man who 
had a windmill and sometbing at a garden. 

He bad a large family. They were kind to 
us and gave us the privilege at reading and 
praying with them tbat night and also the 
next morning. The next day at noon we 
cooked a pot of beans and baked a loaf of 
bread in a dutch oven we made in the sand. 

Lata that night we reached a lone ranch by 
the side of the river, but were net very cor- 
dially received. We had the privilege, how- 
ever, of sleeping in front of the bouse under 
a brush shade where a good fire was burning. 

They seemed to be as suspicious of us as 
we were of them. We passed the night ia safe- 
ty and the ugly dags that had been so formid- 
able at our approach were our friendb dur- 
ing the night Wa now crossed the river 
and went in a soutiiernly direction while the 
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coarse of the river proceeded from the east. 

We passed a place where there were evi- 
dences of quite a town or large Missioa at 
one time but now nothing remains bat heaps 
of earth and old foundations and water ditches. 

We then came into the large and bs^tutifiil 
valley called the "Vallecita'' One aan owaed 
the Taller ^id a few other families were liv- 
ing thereat laborer* Wa had the privilege 
of 8te(<!ping in a shed and of cooking our food 
beside the road. 

In the morning after the; had tine to get 
their worli done up we calUd at the bouse 
and told them our mission and asked them to 
buy a Testament, but they bad no time to 
read nor had time for me to read to them. 

We went to the house of one of the laborers 
and found the lady of the house very sick in 
bed. They seemed to be very poor bnt were 
delighted tliat we called on them. We read 
the Word to them and prayed with them. 

We also gave them a Testament. They trn- 
ly appeared to receive a real blessing from 
l^e Lord and we felt that our labor was not 
vain in the Lord. We passed down the head 
of another valley through a long caQon full 
of big oak trees and then out into the large 
valley of Guadalupe. This large valley was 
owned by two American men who where 
brothers. One had married the widow who 
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owned the val'ey, then they had mnrtgaged 
it to hi« brathflr who tud eoae into actual 
)»oss«S9ioQ ot the largsr part of it. It was 
ftt th» hous» of this man that we arrived lata 
Satarday night. We to!d them our mi^sioa 
but very soon found that they had not much 
vise for preachers. We did not see the owner, 
on!y a brother of his who was quite an old 
man and very har^ in the w&ys of sio. Also 
two American men were working there who 
also w«re of the '-baser sort." In fact it was 
as one remarked that he feit saftr in Mexico 
tbao ia the United State8,at which the others 
laughed heartily. However, they treated «s 
civilly and showed ns a few favors; gave us 
the privilege of sleeping in the blacksmith 
shopand of cooking on the forge. Westopped 
there over Sunday and had the privilege 
of talking and reading to some Indians that 
came froma distance to bny things these peo- 
ple had to sell. 

Monday light we stopped in the vicinity af 
a place called Sao Marcos. Here we learned 
that the Bro. who had gone on ahead had 
nade an appointment to came back and teach 
a school. It seemed he had an idea to plaot 
Bcboots here and there and get teachers to 
come down from the U. S. and teach and be 
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protected as. After we bad preached around 
the town ,oae day in August while id prajrer 
one morning it came into our hearts aad 
minds to return t» Las Angeles, California 
that very day. I said, "Lord, how can it be? 
We have no money and there is do boat 
for a week.'' But the Lord said, "return 
these tents to the owner, sell a Spanish and 
English DictioDary to the fureman of the 
flour Biill for one dollar, take your Greek 
Testament and Lexicon to a certain lawyer 
and sell it for four dollars and take the stage 
this afternoon for Tia Juana.'' The way 
was made all clear there on my knees. I 
arose and went and asked some oae if the 
stage went that day for Tia Jnana. They 
said it did not go until next week. But I 
felt condemned because I had not gone to the 
stage man himself. I went and found that 
the stage was going that afternoon at three 
o'clock. He agreed to take us to Tia Juana for 
five dollars. I went to the foreman of the 
floarmill and asked him to bay my dictionary 
for one dollar which he did: took down the 
tents and packed them to the owner's house 
went to the lawyer's house^and asked' him to 
give me four dollars for the books He said 
that was very strange for a man had jnat 
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paid bim thit sraoaot and he had oaver 
expected to get it. I told him th»Qhow the 
Lerd bad iMpreaaed the natter on m« in the 
morniDg. He aiid, "sarely the Lord does an- 
8w«r prayer." I also add a canteen for fifty 
cents and boaght something to eat on the 
jenrney. The stage driver's wife gave as a 
good dinner before starting and also od the 
road the driver was kind to ua and helped 
us go we did not lack. In three days we 
were at Tia Juana. Bat now the question was 
how to get from Tia Juana to Ssn Diego, a 
distance of fifteen miles. As we came into 
town v* saw a covered sewiogmachine wafroii 
in front of the store and the owner sitting on 
a bflDCb outside. I asked bim if be was go- 
ing to San Diego. He said, "yes: and I ou^bt 
to have been gone three hours ago, I do not 
know why I am here so long. " I said, "It is 
because the Lerd wants you to take us to San 
Diego." He said, "I believe it,' get is." So in 
a vary short time we were landed on the 
steps of tbe saint's misaios house in San 
Diego.

aad the mesaftge thftt the Lord Uid on my 
h«ftrt wheo He said go I will have to add a lit- 
tle mere.A aeet holiness campaieetiiig waa ia 
progresa at Etowney, Califoraia, and the Lard 
pnt it on my heart to go there and deliver a 
messaga and I was making all haste to be 
there in tima No one knew my ciroam- 
stances financially but another Bro. 9aid he 
would go with me. He said he knew where 
we could get cheap tickets. Sn the next 
morning we went out to buy, altbougbt I did 
not have a cent of money bnt waa trusting it 
all away with the Lord. We found that 
there was just one ticket left and we agreed 
that he should buy that for himself and I 
should get a regular ticket. Just before time 
to start he came to me and aaid he believed 
the Lord did not want him to go and he 
wanted to give me his ticket. I saw the hand 
ol the Lard in it, and accepted the offar. It 
was Bear dark when the train reached a 
station some distance from the camp ground. 

The boy and I walked in carrying our 
bundles. A man we passed asked us where 
we were from, we told him from old Mexico, 

When we got on the camt^ound we heard 
the leader telling the congregation that he 
aaderstood that there was a man the^e who 

t_'.oo«^lc 
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bad walked all the way from old Mexico 
with his little boy to get to be at that 
campmeetiag. The fog bad settled down 
orer the place and cbildreDwere cougbing in 
every direction. We had juat come from a 
dry climate and my prayer went to the Lord 
immediatly, "O, Lord, if you want ns to 
stay on tbia campgroaod keep us from 
taking cold or have us to do npeedily what 
Thou bast for us to do and moye on. "The next 
morning while in the meeting, 1 was impressed 
to go out of the meeting for a few moments. 
After returning a person said, "did you 
hear what the leader saidf* I said "no: and 
probably the Lord does not want me to 
know." So be did net tell me When the 
proper time arrlTed I arose to d^live." my 
message. They continued singing with ap 
parent intention to keep me from speairiug, 
or at least, it might have been the intention 
OD the part of some. However, tbey gave 
place and I read the first part of the first 
Epistle of John and explained the difference 
between sect fellowship and the fellowship 
in God's church. One was the fellowship 
based en the creeds and the doctrines of men 
and the other was based only on the Ward of 
God I told them in order to have real fellowship 



with the Apostles aad all God's saint:! wu 
must lay asideall the doctriaes aadcoiDmand' 
meats of mt^a and ooe saying, lamofptiul 
a,ad another I am nf Apjilos. etc. aod walk 
in the light as God U in the light; that creeds 
aud doctrines of men work division in the 
body of Christ, while the preaching of the 
pure Word unifies ih" believers, 

I finished my little message with much 
"weakness and trembling'' on mv part and 
no sooner had I ended when the leader sprang 
to his feet aud said he wasted to know who 
were benifited by that sermon, all that were 
raise their hands Some four or five brethren, 
without thinking that he was captious about 
it raised their hu.nd "There are four or five 
hands up and every one of them are Come-' 
outers. The Methodist and Baptist and other 
deDomioatioas come here aud never say aword 
about their creed but here comes along a 
Comeouter and be is all the time talking about 
bis creed." At this I held up my Bible aa 
bigh as I could hold it. And the Lord 
biassed my soul. The leader further said 
that h« had said (that was what he said while 
I was out) and he still said for a (Jomeouter 
to have no part iu the meetinf and he should 
see that it was enforced if he had to ask an 
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officer of the law to do it. 

Bight here I wiftb with all love to speak a 
little more about this matter as I shall proba- 
bly Dot allude to it aoy more in this book aad 
would not aow only it has cone up ia tha 
aatural order of writing. Two years later 
the Lord sent another Bro. aod"^ so this 
same place and this same naau was leader of 

, the meeting. Befor* either of us opened our 
mouths to speak he ordi^red us off the camp- 
ground, one at a time. As we want out we 

^ sbook the dust of our garments off as a wit- 
ness against them. The leader declared that ' 
that coming year he was going to be mor*' 
strong against the Oomeout«trs than he had 
ever been befor*. Bat long before that year 

. closed he was called into eternity. He was a 
good man but he, with all others who are 
blinded by the spirit »f seetism, have a zeal 
for something that God has never instituted. 
Now to return to ©ur narrative. After we 
were forbidden to take any further part in 
the campmeeting, we felt we were through 
there and a Bro, who bad a team proposed 
that we go that afternoon to Los Angeles, So 
we escaped out of the fog with only slight 
colds, but enough to show us it might have 
been worse, had we staid longer. We very

Chapter 13 
THE THIRD RETURN TO MEXICO. 



We spent the remainder of August and the 
month of September and the first few days 
of October working in the meetings with the 
saints around about Los Angeles and then felt 
the time was come to return to Mexico. Our 
♦arthly tie* and balotiging^ were such that 
we could pack up and be oS to any part of the 
world in ben mihutes of time, and getting 
ready with us was only knowing the will of 
the Lord, when to start and we were off trust- 
ing the Lord to open np the way as he saw fit. 
Two Bros, said they were called of God to 
go with us. Bit the Lord had not provided 
the means for either of them and it was not 
. clear which was really called so all we could 
do was to mo»e out again as we had done be- 
fore. One and another had kindly given us 
clothins and our bodily needs and comforts 
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we.e supplied. At San Diego a Bro. also 
gave my little boy a oiceoew suit of clothes. 

This time we went dnwa ia the little Sti^am 
boat that plied betweea Sao Di^go and Ense- 
nada. We arrived at Easenada Id due »easoD 
and was given the use of room in an old hotel \ 
that belonged to the English Company. We 
want to visit a family that had been inclioed 
to the truth and found them all sick and in 
great need. We prayed with them anoiotiog 
them with oil in the name of the Lord. 

They claimed healing from that hour. We 
also gave them the last dollar we had. We 
. went and visited the miller and he gav<t uk » 
50 lb. sack of flour and flour was $5 per suck. 

We began to preach as usual in the door, 
but they had a new G-ot'ernor and he im- 
mediately seat an ofBcer aqd told me to stop, 

I was through when h« came. I was 
preaching from the text: '*W« ought to 
obey God rather than man.'' The next night 
1 preached be sent word for me to come to 
his oMce the next day; I went and he said 
I could not preach only on the inside of Ae 
room. I asked bim how far from the door. 

He said, "three feet,'' So the next night I 
preached as he directed. But he sent ax 
officer telling me to go into the room back of 
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tbo oDe where I was. He also told m« to 
come to his officer the next da?. I told tt e 
officer to tell him that I would be pleased t« 
have him come to the meeting, but I waa 
keeping the laws of God and of the conatry 
and I proposed to continue thii same. About 
that time a scandal broke out concerning 
him and before he was aware of it another 
Goveroor was on hand and he was seat to a- 
nother place. 

There was much pr>?artr at this time in 
Ensenada. As we did not make our requests 
known unto man but unto Gad, and no man 
gave unto us, we ate our bread for a week 
without salt and never did we appreciate or 
learn s* much about the use of salt from a 
Bible standpoint as at that time. The Lord 
was also impressing on our hearts the case 
of Paul working with his hands. I said; "Yes: 
Lierd, but what shall I do?" In thinking over 
what I was able to do, it came clearly to my 
mind how I had made baskets whea I was a 
boy. That seemed good, but where was the 
material? I walked about the town and came 
to the trash heap. There I saw a pile of palm 
stems. I said to myself: "There's ray mate- 
rial." I made a bask^tand sold it to the store 
keeper, The sale of the basket supplind us 
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for ttiat day; his sister ordered aootker kbcI 
other orders came ia ai fast as I cuald fill 
them aad I never lacked orders for baskets 
as long as I stayed there. 

I felt lead of the Uord to write to one of th« 
brethren who had said he felt that he was 
called to go with me Iq the work and urge 
him to come which ha did shortly afterward 
aod brought a tent. Hu was a good siagur 
aad assisted muchiatbe work. We worked 
together until the first of August making bas- 
kets and preaching in the tent. Oar ooagre- 
gatioos varied but nearly always some came, 
at least on the outside, la the beginoing 
some came to the altar, made a prsfesRuiB bo 
gat saved, but we found our converts were 
not lo be relied on: their daily life was a dis- 
grace to the cause rather than a help. They 
said they gave up their sins but it was \o 
word only. When the Word came down hard 
and coQtinnally the converts dwindled 
down until not one could really be counted 
on. There were some in the place, living 
after the fashion of the w*rld, that claimed 
to be Protestants but aaid they w«re not of 
the kind of religion we were. They would 
smoke, visit salooas, etc. and thought there 
was no harm ia it. 
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About the first of August, the Bro. who 
was witti me began to intimatd his desire to 
return to Califoraia. I was prayiag overthe 
matter and one day while visitiag an Ameri- 
caa Bro. who was caring for a fruit ranch 
and who,b7 the way,has always proved him- 
self a friend to us, I venc out in the field to 
pray and there the Lord showed ni« to take 
my tittle boy to Grand Junction, Mich, and 
put him in the saint's school. This school was 
intended for the children of ministers who 
were out preaching. The prospect of going, 
from a human standpoint, was vary po^r but 
the L^rd eniourag'^i my hea.rt and I had 
''the substance of the things hoped for, the 
evidence of things not seek." I had only 
twenty five cents when I settled it with the 
Liord to go. 

Our way commenced to opea up before us. 
We had orders for large baskets whiih the 
Bro. made while I had work in the printing 
office for a week. We soon had enough 
earned to buy three donkeys and food for the 
journey; so, in company with two Mexicans 
who begged the privilege of accompanying 
us, we set out and after several days jouroy- 



ing up the coast we arrived at Otay where ft 
Bro. was holdiag i tent meeting. Here our 
fellow laborer stopped, gave me his share in 
the donkeys, and my httle boy and I went to 
San Diego. After aelUtig the donkeys and 
paying the duties on then we had left $ 3.50 
wkich paid our fare to Los Angeles and left 
us $ .50 besides. On the street car we met a 
Bro. and asked bim where he w&s going. 
He said he was g»iag to a certain piat^e to 
preach if the L*rd willed. It was laid on my 
heart to give him the fifty centa. He said 
"before tomorrow night the Lord will give 
ynn twenty dollars.^ I told him I knew the 
Lord would supply all our needs whsther thMy 
be few or many. It evidently opened up the 
way for him togo whither hehad started 

The next day while visiting my little hoy's 
grandfather, after relating to him what we 
intended to do,he said of his own a«cord, with- 
out suggestion or thought of it on our part, 
there were deposited in the Bank som« $53 
which we might have to go on if we would 
accept it. I wai not at all surprised at the 
goodness of the Lord in this for I felt sure 
that in his own way the Lord wnnid provide, 
but here at the proper moment of time tbe 
whole way wai opeaed up before ua. 
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Within a few dayi ire w«r* akoard the 
train bound for the Elaat. ^e would be glad 
to tell our readsrs of many interesting things 
that took place with us on this trip and for 
the followiDg two years that we 8p«Dt in the 
U. S. but our book 13 "Experiences in Mexi- 
co," so we will have to refrain and ^vejust 
a casual meotion of these events. We Are 
f^lad to say we reached Grand Junction,- 
Mich, nil well; had the precious privilege 
of m^-eting agiiin dear Bro. Warner and other 
dear saiutF sf God nad of remalaiDg with 
them three moaths, I receiTed much spiri- 
tnal hi-lp while there, to God be all the glory. 

My little boy had been ray coa'staut com- 
paoioa day and night since he was two yearn 
and four mooths old. He was now seven 
years old. The reader can have some idea 
what it meant for tne to alone Ret niy face 
once more toward Mexico, leaving my dar- 
ling (my only one) behind. I was rpjoicing 
that the Lord had given him such a good 
home. I left; Grand Junction the first of De- 
cember with thirtv cents in my pocket, and 
reached Los Angeles, California, July 3rd,, 
having preached in many places along the 
line of travel. Remained in that place un- 
til sometime in December, then on to Sao 



Diego. I remained iu San Diego until Au- 
gu^at whea it pleased the Li3rd to begin to 
fulfill the promiae in me made in Isaiah 60: 
i: "Thy sods shall come from far, and thy 
daughters shall be nursed by thy said." Xot 
only did He bring ■y son from far but he 
also brought with him a mother for the boy 
and a wife and companion for me. I will 
not go into the particalars as to how It van 
all brought about but futHcient to say, istop 
by step was ordered in the Lord and in Hi« 
own time and in His own way it wa^ all 
brought to (lass while we continually waited 
upon Him, It truly was a gre^it day of thanks- 
giving to God on my part when they arrired 
in San Diego. 
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We were married in San Diego in li humbU 
little Mission where I had been working for 
awhile in th* Spaai^ih work. Shortly after, 
wards thu burden was laid on our hearts a- 
gain to move out far Mexico. Accordingly 
we made our arrangements but as usual the 
necessary means did not come in until the 
day we were ready to start. The evening we 
sailed a little company of saints gathered 
at the wharf where we sang and prayed togeth - 



er, until the boat was ready ta go. Ths lit- 
tle song the saints sang at our parting has 
bean fresh in our memory ever since: "God 
be with you 'till we meetagftiB,Keep loves ban- 
ner floating o'er y«a,8mite death's threaten- 
ing waves before you:God be with you 'till we 
meet again.'' God has truly answared the 
prayer of this song, to Him be all the glory. 

Our campany consisted of my wife, my lit* 
tie boy and myself. A.ft<ir a pleaunt nigbt'& 
sail down th« coast we arrived early in the 
morning io the bay at Gnsenada. It truly 
seemed good once mure to plant our feet in 
onr God chosen field of labor. There was 
rest, peace and joy in God in our hearts, 
although there was no particular demonstra- 
tion of feeling ok the part of t)ie people ia 
receiving ua. Again th« Bnglish Oompaay 
gave us the use of a room in the old hotel 
where we conmenced housekeeping, cooking 
on a tin can and sleeping on the floor and our 
room not graced with a chair. As 've had ao 
place here to hold meeting we did not stay 
long. The Lord was in our not staying, for 
soon afterwards the old hotel fell flat to the 
ground. We rented a room sf the same 
Company in another hotel wher« we had a 
good place for a meeting and then went out 
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mod inrited the people to cotne. Theyall said 
they would come, but noae came. We tri«d 
tbat at other times getting tbe same promises 
but fttteuded with tbe name results. Final- 
ly we opened up our doors and preached 
from the open door, aud w« mig^htsay here 
that we have followed this same mode of 
preaching up to the present day. Owing to 
tbe Catholic teaching and thp prejudice tbat 
t^xistK in their hearts they will not go into a 
protestant meeting but will oftnn listen from 
the outside. Even then many shut tbeir ears 
and will not listen for fear they will get 
contaminated with thu "proiesianUs." They 
have to give an account of this to the prie-^t 
and tsk forgiveness and pay penance It 
is considered one of the greatest sins. To 
be excomunicated by the prie>t is ome of 
the most terrible things that could happen to 
tbe Catholic, for by this means it is under- 
stood that the gates of heaven are closed a- 
gainst bim. They have no fear of God before 
their eyes bet their fear is the kind tbat is 
spoken of in laaiah 29: 18: 

Be it remembered that this power predom- 
inates here overall tbe people and is only 
broken by the liberal government that G«d 
has raised up for this very purpose. Tbis 



power uid the natienal prejudices make the 
proi^ress of the gospel stow ia getting hold of 
the people, but when they really hear and 
anderstand it they confess it is the tratb. 
Remember, dear reader, that Mexico needs 
your prayers that she be made free in 
Christ, There is no field more inviting and 
no field more sure of a final, triumphant vic- 
tory. We humbly thank God that Se has 
ever connted us worthy of a humble part in 
this great work. 

Well, we have accepted the situation and 
know that our God can work in spite of man 
and that sooner or later every honest soul 
will heux the truth and accepV it. We were 
now better off for housekeeping, for we re- 
ceived our stove that we shipped from San 
Diego and the Company rented us some 
furniture. The rent for the hou^e and fur- 
niture was only nominal, that is, enough to 
say it was rented and we made baskets to 
pay our way. At this time and place my 
wife wrote the following poem printed 
in "Poems For Young People."

This morn with pencil and with book, 
Far up Ihe hill my way I took, 
Until I could the town o'erlook. 

The air was soft and sweut like spring.

The streeton which our room waa located 
was somewhat back from the center of town 
aad as we had an opportunity to rant a suit- 
able house on the principal street, although 
the rent was $8 per month, we rented it in 
the name of the Lord. We rented it of the 
American Consul who said he was glad to 
rentit to us for he had no fears but he would 
get bis rent and get it on time as I had al- 
ways been very punctual in paying. I 
thanked him and told hira that I truisteil that 
th« Lord would help me to so do that he 
would never have reason to change hi< opin- 
ion. From a human standpoint, I had no 
prospect of raising that amouat as it was all I 
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eoald do mftking baskets te me«t the preaeot 
•xpenses. But I asked the Ex>rd to help us 
to pay the $8 rent and to pay it oo time. We 
were io the boMse several months and aot 
OQcedid we fail to have the money the day it 
was due, The Lord's dealings with us in this 
matter was a reproof to this man who 
was fast wastiog his substance in riotous 
living and wab fast coming to feel that "at 
last it bitetb like a serpent and attngetb like 
an adder," We were enabled to reach more 
peoplein our new location but in this case as it 
has beea every time we have taken advanced 
ground, the opposition also was increased, 

Tbe chief of police said we m ust preach in 
the center of the roam and not in the door. 

I tried it one night but bad ne liberty and 
felt that the Lord waa displeased with me 
for obeying mau instead of God. I asked 
forgiveness of the Lord and decided then and 
there to obey Ged en that line until He said 
it waa enough, llie next night I preached 
with liberty in the door. Again the police 
ordered ma back. The next night I preached 
with liberty in the door. The chief of police 
came and said if I did it again he would 
put me in prision. I told him if he did I 
would preach to the prisioners. I told him 
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I was going tokeep on preaching every way I 
conld, Tbenezt day tlie ton of the goveroop 
who was acting as secretary, sent for me to 
come to his office, I went and hehadso 
interpreter to speak with me. He said I tiad 
been talking vulgar language on the street, 
language that was not fit for the chaste ladies 
of the town to hear. He refered to sone Bible 
expressions I used in preaching agtints adul- 
tery, etc. He asked some questions abcut 
my religion and then said I conld go to beaven 
with my boots on for all be cared. I took my 
hat and walked out without saying a word. I 
continued to preach as the Spirit gave me ut- 
terance, without further molestatioD from 
them. 

The American Bro who lired there, that 
year raised a large crop of wheat and barley 
hay and desired me to help him through the 
haying aeasoa, which I did, I trust, to the 
pleasure and profit of both parties . 

Another, to us interesting thing that occured 
at this time was the birth of our oldest daugh- 
ter. The Lord was very gracious te as at 
this time. My wife without particularly pray- 
ing over it, intended to call ber by a name she 
thought would please me, but it came into 
my heart to ask the Lord about it. It cam«tio 
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Me very cleariy that, as we were preacfaiog 
the gospel aod Iftboring with our haads like 
Aqnilla and Priscilla that it was fitting in the 
Lord to call her Priscilla which name we ac- 
cepted from the Lord. 

We now began to feel that wa were about 
through .in this placs for the present and felt 
led of the Lord to go on south to Maeallan. 

As u«ual we had no means and the fare for 
the whole family was over a hundred dollars. 

We were led to write to the Gospel Trum- 
pet and state onr intention of going south and 
also the time (October) wbea we believed the 
Lord would have us g«; also we stated how 
much would be required for the passage, 
giving anyone who so, desired an opportunity 
to assist us. Also the owner of the fruit can- 
nery wished me to work for him offering me 
$'2 per day. I saw it was of the Lord and went 
to work. The moaey came in from the 
brethren and from my work so that about 
three weeks before we started we had about 
$40, There waa one town yet that I had not 
visited. It was Alamo, • miniag town, some 
sixty or eighty miles from Ensenada, I felt 
«s though I must visit this town before I 
went away. So having a favorable opportunity 
to .quit my }ob I did so. I perhaps ought to 
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hav« mentioned before that a Bro, with wife 
and family bad come down from Wbittier, 
California, and bad takan charge of a ranch 
intbe Manadero (fourteen miles south of Gn- 
senada). They had been very kind to us and 
bad often refresbad us with thinc:s to eat 
from the ranch, and one time the owner of 
tbe ranch brought ns a large barley sack 
foil of Dice red beans. This Bro. and Sister 
invited us to make them a visit and to preach 
in their house. We did so at this time that 
I also might have opportunity to visit Alamo. 

Thekidnees of these friends and tbe privi- 
lege of a few days visit in the country was 
greatly sppreoiated by vs. Leaviag tbe fami- 
ly here and taking what Bibles, Testaments, 
fitc. I could welt carry, I set out afoot for 
Alamo by way of Santo Tom&s. Reached 
Santo Tem&s the first night; was not very 
cordially received, no one effered me shelter 
f*r tbe night. A man who was much ashamed 
of the way the etheri did but had one sicsk 
with fever and no roem to entertain me, 
gave me the privilege of sleeping in his 
hayshed. 

Being very weary with my journey I en- 
Joyed even this aecomodation, and mueb more 
■■ I remembered that our Saviour hadjast 
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such • roceptkin wbeo Be came into tbia 
world. I bad tbe privilege of talkinir, reading 
and praying vith the family next morniDg 
and leaving with then such literature as I 
had. I evidently was tbert; for that one fam- 
ily whn aeemed truly to be benefited by tbe 
visit. I returned through la Urulla valley 
and waa invited to dine with the Aineriean 
who owns the valley, (a!< I have before men. 
tioned.) From here on tn Alamo I do not 
remember but one house. TbiE I reached 
about snndnwn and found two lone women. 

Their hasband» were away at another 
place at work. A mouatain lion bad just 
killed a borsein the neighborhood and they 
were working with all dilii^nce to fix a fence 
to keep their stock in. I accepted of tbe 
situation and helped them fix the fence and 
accepted their hospitality and staid all night, 
sleeinng ont under a tree near the houBe, 
being well protected by a pack nf dogK. Tha 
next morning the old lady discovered the 
track of tbe lion near the bou«e aid taking a 
pistol she aeked me te follew her, which I 
did at a distance. She soon returned with- 
oot seeing the lion. Thia section of the 
oonntry is hilly and as we advance toward 
Alamo, raonntaiaoua, but itarspersed are 
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valleys with here and there springs of 
water. I crossed the head of a large valley 
which I think is called "Catalina valley" it is 
a beautiful place without inhabitant. There 
was a nice cretk of water; deep enongrh that 
I took a bath. From here crossed over the 
mountains, following a trail and about sun- 
down came to a mining camp. There are five 
mines surroundiug the town of Alamo and 
this one is the fartherest away in the moun- 
tains. Alamo is situatad in a valley which is 
at quite an elevation above the sea level, sur 
rounded by mountaias. The soil is red in 
color and contains gold. Here and there 
are holes dug in the ground 'where gold 
seekers have been seeking gold . The women 
and children are occupied in searching for 
■ gold with their, dTshpaas io hand, after they 
have finished up their mording*s work. They 
make from twenty five cents to a dollar a day. 

Their whole life and cortversation is gold. 

Upon arriving at the mine I met some Amer- 
icans, and, by the way, the mines are owned 
by Americans, for'the most part, at'Ieast, and 
the head laborfer^are Atii«rican: Ihad hardly 
spoken with thtim when they commenced to 
pour out such volleys -of oaths and vulgar 
Uoguage that it waa beyond endurance. I 
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asked tbem if they thought G')d was Dot m 
that place. They said the; didn't think he 
was. They said there wasn't but ou-i Chris- 
tian in the Cdmp, I Imnrmdiately hunted bim 
up, I had DOt talked with bim but a moment 
or two when I found bis vulgarity was equal 
to . the others. X ask^d him if there was a 
place where I could lie down for the night. 
He said I cnuld lie on the floor of tbfir bunk 
room. But the rest objppted to that, I went 
dowmto their boarding tent, Ihad noteaten 
any thing since morning and had walked twen> 

. ty six m.iles. Th« own,pr, knowing that I 
was a missionary, invittid nje. to a cup of cof- 
fee and after be went out the Chinaman g8>'e 
me a small piece of.'pie; The owuer had s^d 
that he }iad a brother in Africa who was a 
missionary, and he said, ''there he was just 
wasting his lif^ wh«D be might be at home 
makimg - 'iiioa«y„ and b«ving an easy 
time of it," £{e said he sometimes sent $10 
or so to keep bim from starving. , He also 
boasted what a rich mine he had and how 
much moaey be was making. I said very 
little to all this. I was not disposed to talk. 

■ He said his religion was to treat every body 
right, look out for bimself, etc. It was late 
at night jand I had no blankets . and no place 
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to sleep. I uked the Chinaman if f might 
Ble«p aroand (he cook tent. He said I might 
sleep on the table. He also brought a blank- 
et that a man had left in his charge. So I 
pacsed the night very confortabljr. The next 
day I went amoag the Mexicans who reoeired 
me very kindly, for the moat part at leaat, and 
bonght all the Bibles and Testaments I had. 
I stepped fer dinner with a colored man who 
was a barber. He seemed dvlighted to have 
me as his guest. He was a backslider and I 
had thebleseed privilege IJial day before I left 
ofseeiog him joyfully brought back to God. 
During the years since he has been foitb- 
ful in distributing gospel literature in that 
town. That night I returned to the mine 
where I stayed the night before, preached 
in Spanish to a goodly company who con- 
greeted in a private house for that pur- 
pose; staid all night with the engineer and 
talked to him abouthis sou) while he attead- 
•d to hia -engine; slept awhile on a pile 
of wood near the engine. I did not leare 
this place until I delivared a message to the 
6wner of that mil). I had a goed opportunity 
aa he was atone. I told how I had come to then 
with messages of lore and in the interest of 
their sont's beat welfare. Came tirad aijd 



bungry not as a beggar, for I had money to 
pay my way; but I df&ired to provH their 
hospitality Thco I told him bnw hp bad 
treated me and how he hatl, boasted nf his 
good works and hnw he was treating God 
and boasting of his self rigbteoustie.«s, etc. 
It was rather tttrnpestuous arouod about but 
he WELS so situated that there was no other 
way but to take this reproof which I trust b» 
has not forgotteo, or at \'»st, I trust he has 
humbled himself bpfore God aud obtained 
mercy. I presumn mining meu in general 
become mach hardened toward God. It in 
probably because they do uot honor God by 
kae_ping the sabbath and ap^oding the neces 
sary time in devntiun but are carried away 
hy the god of this world; aad, because of 
b»ing removed from gospel privileges, also 
leads to this. Surely what we have seen of 
this in Mexico, shows not only a hardened 
class, but also their example before the Mezi- 
cam), as a rule, isDotgood. We had another 
little matter of profit while ia Alamo. A 
man bought our stove for twelve dollars, h« 
to have it shipped from Buseaada. Th« sale 
of Bibles and stove had aow brought our mon- 
ey upLo about sixty dollars, and the steamer 
-would be going south in a few days, I 



started for home, dow traveling almost day 
and night; stopped a portion of the night in 
a baysbed in the cation where we stayed the 
night when I was lost from my companions. 

Id the early part of the next day I reached 
my family and friends in the Manadero. We 
bade good bye to our friends and went to Eo- 
aenada, making all calculations to go on the 
steamer next day, although we well knew 
that we had not near enough money to pay 
our fare. 

After selling every thing wa couid sell we 
had on hand sixty five dollars when the 
steamer arrived. I went to the agency of 
the steamboat and there met the captain 
and asked him, if possible, to reduce our 
fare. He said he would take us all for |?5, 
batneless. He also said the steamer would 
sail for sure that afternoon. I weut home 
and we again waited on the Lord concerning 
the matter. We couldn't see why it was we 
lacked the $ 10. We were sure it was the 
will of the Lord for us to go, and even now 
there was a calm assurance that we weuld 
yet go; BO we waited on the Lord, packed oar 
trunks and get everything in readiness. The 
money did not came in that day neither did 
the steamer go. We camped on the floor all 
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nigbt, with our goods all packt d for Btartin; . 
1 went to a friend ttie next mnrning and 
asked him to losn m-* $10 but be couldn't do 
it, and I felt aghnnitd thai I asked him and 
asked the Lord to forgive me for trying 
to open up the way instead of trusting it 
away with Him. If it was His will that we 
be defeated and not go after all He htd 
eDCOuraged us in our heart!* we were willing 
it to be 80. It appeared the steamer was 
ready to go in the morning but still she 
waited and we waited. About t«n o'clock, 
the lawyer who at one other time helped inn 
out by buying my books was passing and he 
asked as if we were not goisg on tho steam- 
er. We told him that was our expectation 
but the way was qot quite clear yet. He in- 
sisted on knowing the reason. We felt clear 
to tell. Hesaid ifhehadthe moaey he would 
let us hare it. But, he said, "wait a minute. 
Here comes a Chinaman who owes tne ten 
dollars: I have never been able to get it, 
buttbereis a bare possibility that be will 
pay it " Sure enough, the Chinaman was 
ready to pay. He handed us over the money 
and we immediately set ab«ut getting our 
things on board. We were fairly on board and 
settled down when th* steamer whistled out. 



We were truly thankful to our Heavenly 
Father who had not forsaken us in the 
trying hour. 

MAZATLAN. 



The trip down the coast of Liower Califor- 
nia and across the Gulf to Mazatlin occupied 
five days. We went steerage and of course 
our accomodations were not of the best, nor 
was the aociety of the high clas."; but we 
fouBd it was "better to be of an humble 
spirit with the lowly than to divide tbe spoil 
with the proud," 

We had the privilege of laboring both in 
Spanish and in English with opposition es- 
pecially from American Catholics aud 
Freethinkers, but the Lord gave victory. We 
held some public mestings thatcreat«d quite 
a Btlr but resulted in giving them some- 
thing to think and talk about. 

To describe the coast of Lower California 
for eight hundred miles, from Easenada to 
Cape St, Lucas, as it is seen from a 
steamship sailing down on tbe ocean at a safe 
distance from the land, would be rather a 
dull, dry task. It might be described thus: 

From Ensenada and some handred or vna

interesting to us and rather exciting when \ ^ 
we made the turn around Cape St. Lucas and ^ <^) 
patered into the Gulf of California. It was p.^ 
where 'two aeas met." It was a rough time^ ^^Z' 
of it until we were fairly into the Golf andc''i-^j 
then it was smoother than out iu the^,'- 
main ocean but even at Sao Jos^ del Cabo the V - • 
waves were very high and those who went to ' j 
and from the boat in the canoes were much r^ A. 
tossed about by the waves. It was ref resbing"-^ ' 
to see the tall cocoanut trees on the shore. 

We were eighteen hourH crossing the Gulf ■; 
from San JoeS to Mazatlfkn. When we reached ; 
that place, as far us the steamer could go, we ~ 
still found ourselves a long way from the 
shore. This distance had to be passed over 
in small row boats at an extra expense to the 
passenger. We had paid outall of our money 
for our passage thus far and now we had 
' nothing to pay with and among strangers; 
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but we were not coofoaaded nor put to shame 
because we were trnstingf ia the living God 
and Ee had sont us on this journey. 

A colored man cama aboard who was the 
owner of a boat He came faoliciting our 
patronage. We told bim our mission there 
and also our circamstances. He said it was 
all right, we could pay him any time after- 
ward whenever we had it. So he tofjk us 
ashore and had our goods taken to the Meth- 
odist Mission roorn^ in that place. 

Mazatl&n is a city of sixteen thousand, 
inhabitants more or lesR. It ia built on a 
small peniDsula with a high hill on the point 
and another high hill on the northeast side 
but the malo portions are od the level 
of the ocean and some portions are below 
the level of the ocean; for this reason the 
drainage system is very bad and renders 
it very unhealthy especially daring the hot, 
rainy season. They usually have a big storm 
on the 4th or 5th. of October that ends the 
rainy seasoa. The winters are very pleasant, 
free from fog and never cold enough for a 
frost. Thera ia quite a variety aad quite an 
abundance of tropical fruit in the market. 

The market is one of the interesting 
features of the town Our readers must 
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b«ar in mind that Masatl&i U not iq 
Lower California but across tha gulf on 
tfae mainland uf Mexico, in the »tate of 
Sinftloa. We are thus going somewhat out 
of oar way, but this was on our way to La 
Paz, Lower California, and we had gone as 
far as our money would take us. The streets 
were narrow and dirty and aa we wended our 
way with our budgets all eyes were upon us. 
Everybody had to know who we were and 
where we were goiag We were »o<m direc- 
ted to the house of the ''Protestanteni." We 
were kindly rreeired by the preacher's wife 
and his family, be being away at conference. 
They gave us room in the Mission and also 
liberty to preach which we did for six weeks. 
During the day I worked in a match factory, 
owned by Americans, for $1 per day, ($.50 
American,) and was enabled to pay up my 
debt and have food to live en. We learned 
that a Bro. in Denver, Colorado, had sent us 
$5 American which would have made us the 
$10 Mexican we lacked for our fare, which 
some one robbed in the Post Office in Bnae- 
nada. I was satisfied in my own mind at the 
time that the Post Master was deceiving ae 
and that he knew a letter had come for me; 
but whether he took it himself or had given 
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it to another whose sirname was thesame as 
min« or not I coald not discera. He, however, 
was guilty for he knew what became of it 
and would never afterward make any reply 
t» inquires coacerniKg it. The Lord had 
provided, but satan hindered; but, praise 
Glodl he did not defeat us. We got through alt 
right aad got oar bills all paid up. 

Our preachiuf^ at the Mission was generally 
well received until it bf>gaa to crowd pretty 
heavy on tobacco and we began to preach 
pretty strong on santificatioo and mention 
that the Methodist church was nottheshurch 
of God, only a sect, and that God didn't 
want his people divided up into sects, but 
wanted his people all to be one. They very 
soon did not have room for as, in the Mis- 
sion . We rented an apartment in a tenement 
house and borrowed some planks for seats 
and commenced to preach as utnal in the 
door The meetings were generally well 
attended on the outside and sometimes on 
the inside. When they came in we preached 
on the inside. Some from the Methodist 
Missiontcame, We did not have meeting on the 
nights they had meeting except on Sunday 
Bightaud Sunday morning we had our seet- 
ting earlier. -The Methodists which aam< 
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- berpd, perhaps thirty active metnWrs wpre 
all the "Protestautes" there were amnog the 
the Mexicans, fzceptiog four or five who had 
gone iodept-Ddent. Th>- leadpr of the lode- 
peodeota had ^ooe nut from the others 
taking finds that did not belong to 
him and was not witling to rt^store tbetn, so 
be was of tio usw io the gospel work. After 
working a ftw months at the factory, one 
day the foreman got angry with oie and I 
(juittbe work. I was partly to blame for not 
carrying out fully his instructions; but the 
cause did not merit the treatment and this 
with treatment at other times caused me to 
go from the presence of "thefurious man." 

1 now had no means to provide for the 
family nor pay rent, but believed I was in 
God's order sod he would provide. I first 
made a l»sket for thre« cents which helped 
supply our present need. I made others of 
more value and placed tracts in each one. 

At first, when they saw the tracts, they 
would not buy then: but we resolved that if 
it was DO tract, it was no basket; so we 
continued to put a tract in each basket. 

The people commenced to buy and we 
made baskets of all kiads and all size*, up 
to as high a price as sine dollars apiece, and 



we always put tracts in every basket and 
they wers usually kindly received and read, 
We were not able to eupport ourselves 
and pay rent for the houses, for we moved 
five times while we were there seas to preach 
la different parts of the town, andour rent 
was from eight to fifteen dollars per uionta 
The Lord provided this rent by donatioas 
that were sent in from brethren in the United 
States. I will here insert some letters that 
were written at that time and were printed in 
the Shining Light and let this suffice for Ma 
zatlin, 

LETTER NO,- 1 



"O give thanka unto the Lord; call npoQ 
his name: make known his dreds among the 
people." — Pe. 105: 1. I feel as if Iwould like 
to tell you some of God's wonderful works 
to us herein Uextco. Thereare maay, mane' 
things to be learned in trusting the Lord. i 

I will only tell you some of the experienct^s 
we have had. Last winter Bro, E needed 
some clothes, as he had only one suit to wear 
Sunday and working days too. We kept 
asking the Lord to supply, and kept trusting, 
as we could not get them ourselves. Atlast^ 
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it seemt^d the Lord was satisfied with trying 
us, and the thiug::^ bugao to cootc. First ooe 
thing aod thea uoiither, until every want 
was abuDdantly supplied, iasomuah that wu 
bad something tti give others that were 
needy. Surely the Lord's dealings are 
marvelous in our ey«s. 

About two weeks ago we felt the l>ird 
would have us move to another part of the 
city We had no m^ney to pay rent, but we 
knew the Ltird wa» not dead. So we packed 
oar things and got ready to move, although f 
we had no money that day to get ur a break-' 
faster dinner.f The Lo rd said niove, and it 
was our duty to obey as far as we could,] ^..vi'i 

About fdur o'clock in the afternoon, Bro. 
E. weat out to get a man to move us and go 
to the post office. At the oMee he got a let- 
ter from one of God's children with money 
enough in it to pay the rent that was due on 
the bouse we were living in, aod to pay a 
moDth's rent on the one we were going into, 
which is ten dollars a month, and to get us 
some food besides. Does it not pay to trust 
th«Lord? He says the righteous shall be iu 
everlasting rememberaQce. 
Praise ye tfe« Lord! 

We hav<»4«en here about two weeks. ' We 
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bave meeting ever; night butt Saturday 
night. As this is Dear the center of the town, 
ma^y people come here We have distrib- 
uted many tracts and papers, as the people 
are eager to get something to read. We do 
not expect to be here very loag, but are 
vaiting for the Lord to show us where to go. 
Pray for us and the work here.

LETTEK NO. 2. 



Mazatl&D, Sinaloa, M4xico, 
March 4, 1898. 

Dear little readers of Thu Shining LiuHT, 
greeting; The Lord bless and keep each 
one of you. Amen. This morning, while 
many of you are having a cald, pinching day, 
I have warm sunshine and soft, sweet air, 
while the 8kyalx)ve me is like a June sky, with 
here and there beapa of Qeecy white clouds. 

As I think ef some of the oold days I have 
seen in the north, lam made more glad that 
I am in Mexico. One day we west to visit 
m ranch a little way out of town, and there 
•aw many things that would be strange to 
most of you. The fencet along the road 
were made of great cactus plants set close 
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together, something like a bedga. On oDe 
side of the road the cacti looked like biff 
posts with smaller posts growiae out of them. 
Some big ones were »s much as tea inches 
through and ten feet high, and all over these 
p«sts were sharp cactus needles. The 
cacti ' "Q the other road were a kind that 
had great wide leaves with thorns long the 
edge. These leaves were wide and along and 
grew out close to the ground, When we got 
ti> the ranch, we saw a fine grove of cocoa- 
palms, great tall ftems with a bunch of long 
wide leaves on top, and clustered in around 
where the leavt- s grew out, were the cocoa^ 
nuts. These large trees made a beautiful 
grove. I thought how nice it would be for 
a camp meeting. We also saw bananas, 
oranges, lemons, and &ome otbt^r fruits 
growing, I never saw so many oranges on 
the trees, as I saw at this place. They 
raise sweet potatoes on this ranch. They 
bad a big oven made of adobe brick with a 
Bre in it, and near it was a big heap of sweet 
potatoes which thay were going to bake i a 
the oven The ranch is only about a mile 
from town, and they sell these baked pota- 
toes in the town. Uen go through the 
streets with a large tray of baked potatoes 
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on their beads, and cry out, "Do you waot 
baked potatoes ?" You may think it strange 
to do this way, but all the people here do 
not have stoves to bake in. 

As we wer& coming back we saw some 
people traveling to another town. The woman 
and little child were ridtog on a donkey, 
white some other children and a man walked 
by her side. They were going vory slowly 
as the dust and sand were so deep one could 
hardly walk in it at all. The people here 
travel a great deal with donkeys. It is a slow 
but sure way, and this letter before you read 
it must travel two days by stage, and then 
four or five days ob th« back of au lodian 
over the mountain},. Then it will go tb« 
rest of the way on the cars. So you see it 
could tell quite an interesting story of its 
travels if it could talk. 

Now I will tell you something of the Lord's 
work in this place. We have meeting every 
night but Saturday night, and Sunday morn 
ing we have meeting at eight o'clock. Some 
of the Methodist people come; drunken men 
come. Bro. E. does not let them in unless 
they behave themselv»,*. The young men 
and boys were so bad last night that we had 
to have a policeman cone near to make them 
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be quiet One night while we were having a 
meeting a man went into onr kitchen, which 
is ssparate from the house, and tied up our 
sack of flour and started off with it, but one 
of our neighbors saw him and scared him off. 

We praised the Lord; for we had no money 
to buy any more. After that we took our 
things in the house at night. 

Some are getting light on sanctificatinn 
and the church Their presiding elder told 
them to stay away from us, but the word •f 
God is winning their hearts. One man said 
he was going to leave the Methodists. /_ 2. 7— / '

Dear little Friends: This morning I wilt 
try to write you a letter. It is Sunday morn- 
ing, and we have had a meeting. There were 
a few out to meeting, among them a drunken 
man. These people are very far fron God. 
As I sis here writing I can hear en organ- 
-grinder busily grinding musit. He grinds 
every day in the week, Sunday and all. I 
can see a man with a big tray of mountain 
plums which he wishes to sell, and I heard 



only a momaot ago three other men crying, 
"Plums, sweet plum«," Now I hear an old 
man with very white hair and limbs trembling 
with age calling out, "I buy bottles, the big 
bottles." Poor old man! every day he goes 
by our house with a bag on his shoulder 
buying bottles. A man just went by with a 
large piece of pork cheese on his head, which 
be is selling. Further down the street I heard 
a man with a donkey and ^ome charcol, 
and he cried, "Carl3on, carbon." That it* 
what they call charcoal here. Several times 
men have pa&sed our open window and such 
' a strong smell of to bi ceo and liquor would 
come in as almost to make one sick. A few 
minutes ago a man went by who was so drunk 
he had to have two men help him walk. One 
Sunday I counted fiftesn drunken men. 

You can get some idea by what I have told 
you of how much regard these people have 
for the Sabbath day. Across the street from 
as is a saloon, and it is turning out drunken 
men all the time. I can nee one now lying' 
on the atreet like a dog. If you ask one of 
these people if they are Christians, they will 
tell you, "Yes" — that they were "always 
Christians." 

Would you like to know how we live? I will 
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tell you a few thiags. If you were to oome 
and visit us in the morning, you woald find 
Bro. E. and Clarkfe busy making baskets. 
Sometimes we have to wait for a dinner 
or breakfast uatil they can finish a basket. 
All day they work, only Olarkie plays with 
haa little sister, and gets lessona. Just now 
he is having a vacation. At night, at half- 
past seven we come in the front room to have 
meeting. We have only one table, and it has 
been doing us service in the basket room. 
Now it iiit. cleared oS and brought into the 
meeting room for a pulpit. We pray and 
sing one or two songs, and then Bro. B. 
preaches to the peofrie that come. Sometimes 
there will be quite a few listening and at other 
times none seem to care The boys throw 
rocks, dirt, and almost aaything they can 
find at us. One night they threw in some 
kind of a water-snake. Sometimes we have 
to Bend and get a policeman to make them he 
stin. After meeting we close our doors and 
go to rest. We sleep in peace and safety, for 
the Lord only maketh us to lie down in safe- 
ty. 

So it is with us Sunday after Sunday; here 
a little and there a little: but we trust the 
Lord to bless the seed that is sowa, and thai- 



it maj bring forth fruit to his hooor and 
glory. Ofteu we wish we could meet with 
some of the childreo of God and have a meet 
ing, b«t the Lord is not yet ready for us to 
leave this couutry. Pray for us. Your saved 
brother aad sister.

I expect 
many of you are afraid ef fhese things, bnt 
God has made them all fbr wise purposes. 

Even Solomon the wisest man was not 
ashamed to speak and taach of ants'; Provi 
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6: e - 8. Here ia this country there are maay 
kinds of aats and great numbers of each 
kind, and of evsry si» from Jittle oaea bo 
■maU that ;oh hardly notice them up t« 
those mora than an inch in length. 

Ona night after it had rained qnite hard I 
was awakened by a pattering sound outside, 
almost hke rain, with now and then a buzz- 
ing sound in the room, and large, By ing in- 
beets fell on my bed. As soon as day light 
came we looked to see wh*t it all meant. 
Outside on the sidewalk around the electric 
street light were ants— big ants, many of 
them mere than an inch long; each having 
two pairs of long wings and a pair of sharp 
pinchers. Some bad lost their wings by fall- 
ing, and thane were running rapidly abont. 
There were many of them in the house and 
the street was covered with them. Every 
whara there were ants. The people said it 
was because the rains had come and 
washed them out of their homes. It was 
sereral days before they were all gone, but 
after the first few rains they did not come 
any more. 

Where we now live there are many little 
black anta, perhaps an eighth of an inch 
long. They have long slender legs and long 
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feelers. They are good scavengers. One 
day we saw them draw a large roach up a 
plastered wall. To-day we killed a wasp on 
the porch, and presently we saw it moving 
over the floor almost as fast as if it had been 
alive. The little ants were moving it to their 
home. It is quite amusing to see them carry 
away a fly. Each one will take hold of a leg, 
and away they will go up the wall. It makes 
the By seem to have very big feet. 

Out in the woods there are a kind nf ants 
which build their homes in tlie trees. Th«y 
make them of bark and material something 
like hornfts' nests, and are quite large- 
sometimes four feet long and two ftet 
through. They build them around a limb. 

Wg have many large insects: scorpions, 
centipedes, and some other large poisonous 
iosects whose names I do not know. There 
are big moths almost like birds, roaches 
as large as mice but not so heavy, huge spi- 
ders, also many small spiders. All tbe year 
round we have mosquitos. Sometimes we 
can hardly sleep they bite so bad. Well, I 
think this is enough of this for this time. 

We are not here for what we can see, but 
for the work of the Lord. He saves us aad 



keeps us, and we ask an intereest in your 
prayers..

SOME MBXIUaN <jOOklNG. 
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Dear Little Friends, Greeting. In this 
letter I will tell you uf some of the things 
these little browo people t-at. Your mammas 
make goodies for you, and also do their 
mammas make good things for them, only 
they use corn instead of wheat. First, they 
boil some corn in a strong lime water to take 
the bull off, and then rub it between two 
stones until it is fine and soft. They have 
stones cut out on purpose for grinding 
called "metates.'' After the corn is ground 
fine it makes a soft soinoth dough. With this 
they make

They have some meat, potatoes, onions, red 
pepper, tomatoes, all chopped fiaeand «ooked 
together. The raisins are left whole. Also 
a roll of clean corn-husks. They take a lit- 
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^ 3 ^ tla of the cnra dough Id their liands and 
^ "A pat it smooth and then pat a spoonfol ol 
k. ^ the mixed meat on it and pr*8s the douyk 
i^^" Ai'ouBd until the meat is covered, ttiea 
A .^ wrap a husk around it, leaving the loag 
> ^ ends stictc out. Around this theyputathia 
-^ '-f layer of dough, then busks, then more 
^ s, dough and husks, until there are about 
'; V tlx layers; then all is rolled in a husk and 
{' ;^ dropped into a kettle of soup and boiled. 
.. These are very nice. 

Another kiad is madb by mixing tut with 
some of the dough and rolling pieces about 
as large as a hen's egir in a busk and boil- 
ing it in salt water. Aaotheristo mix eggs 
with the dough. This kind they cook in 
water that has been colored red with a kind 
of -1m^. Then they make pi^ttiks by mak- 
ing little *tart-abaped cakes of the corn 
dough, aod spreading a little cooked tomato, 
squash, red pepper, and onions on them 
and frying in lard. After frying they 
sprinkle grated cheese over then. Another 
is n^de by putting brown sugar in the 
dough, and making a sort of cookie of it, 
only frying instead of baking them. Also 
they make doughnuts, but they taste like 
corn' bread, 
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Of this cora dough thpy make brtad, by 
takiDga little and patting it into thin cakp« 
and baking on a hot gridle. This is all the 
kind of bread some little children know 
unless the rolls they buy at the baker stands 

They also make nice little puddings of this, 
dough, but I expect you are tired of htar 
ing of these things and not having any of 
them ts eat. So I wiil not l^ll you any more 
now. These little people do not know what 
it is to have nice white bread and butter nr 
a bow! of bread and milk Do you think you 
wvuU like to live where y»« could not have 
these things? Y»u see even for ihese simple 
things yon Bhi>uld be Tery thankful, as they 
are some of the good things G^d ha? given you. 

You must pray for these little people, be- 
cause they do Bot have ea good Bible teach- 
ing as jou do. Also pr*y for us. Your 
brother and sister.

aie« things to eat, and vhile f ou sit by your 
eoBj fires and read ahoat tbeso eoud thioi^s 
7011 mast praise the Lord for his goodaess 
and wonderful works. I want to tell you of 
some of the fruits they have in Masatlaa, 
la March and April they have a great many 
tomatoas. Quite early for tomatoes is it DOtF 
Many of these grow wild on a large island 
near the city. The poor people gather them, 
and sell them in the market, or plaza. In 
May there are strawberries, but they are 35 
cents aquart. In June come the mountain 
plums, red oaes, yellow oae^ and green ones 
-all sweet and tempting. They grow wild 
in the woods, and are not much like our plums 
ooly in size, They have a rough seed like 
tbeliard shell of a walnut, and this is covered 
with a network of fine fibers which makes 
quite a large seed. It takes a good sized 
plum to amount to much. After the pinms 
are zapotas. They look like green apples, 
and taate somewhat 'like pawpaws, oaly are 
much nicer and finer flavored. The zapote 
has five large .yellow seeds. They only last 
a few weeks. Then come the mangos, which 
word means handles. The fruit is about 
three inches long, and two wide, rather flat, 
aaA crooked in such away that it fits very 



Qttely in the haad. It is of a dark green oolor 
with bright r«d eheeks, mingled with yellow 
^hen ripe. The flesh is a rich orange color, 
very sweet and nice. This fruit has also a 
large seed, and growing from this seed is a 
large qaaotit; of fine fiber, which run all 
through the frait, making it difficult to eat 
it without using a knife, as the fibers are 
long and strong. One day while we lived in 
liazatlan one of our perse tutors threw 
one of the^e needs all covered with sand and 
mud throigh oir open window oatfl our din- 
ner table. The seed fell right in the dish 
where our diuner had been. We had just 
finii^faed eatiog, but were ntill sitting at the 
tabia We could praise the Lord for keep- 
ing us, as we had no other food in the house 
at the time. About the time the mangos 
are gone white guavas begin to get ripe. 

They are like ibe red ones in California, 
only larger and more firm. Tbej last a long 
tioa*. 

Besides these fruits all the year round there 
are bananas — some big ones ten inches long 
and two inches thick, and you can buy one 
for five cents. There are oranges, lemons, 
and hmes, and a fruit called aguacate There 
is al<o a fruit called papaya. It looks like a 
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green squash, ft grown on « tree thai has 
leaves like a fig tree. If you should »ee one 
of tbeas trass you would think it a strange 
tree. It ii about twanty faet high and has 
na branches only two or three about half 
way up. and they are only two or thrae feel 
long, and each has a big buoeb of leaver with 
long stems on the end, with green fruit 
growing close in among the leaves. At the 
top there la another cluster of leaves and 
fruit. Tbe fruit is from six to twelve inches 
long, ha> little bla,ck seeds, and is a deep 
orange eolor, and tatles hke a maakmelon, 
only richer. 

No doubt you wi»h yon had some of these 
good thingis. But would yoo be willing to do 
without apples, pears, peachts, cherries, 
grapes, &«d all sorts, of berries;or pay a big 
price for them, one pear costing sometimes 
twelve cents? At some other Ume I will 
tall you of the fraitfi of La Paz

After we had been a few months in Maza- 
tlan we needed so^e clothes, as Bro. G. oaly 
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bad one toit to use fi r -wot king unci Sunday 
also. So we aslifd the Lurd to give us all tbt 
things we needed, a» wtsalbu needed soiuu 
bedclothes After a shurt time a man for 
whom Bro. B, worked seKtuit a large basket 
full of ciotheii-soaie good clothes for Bro, K. 
and a nice warm blanket; for, although this 
is a warm country in winter a cool wind blows 
and makes it Sttem quite u<>ld at night, and 
the houses arf not built to kpep aut very 
much wind. So the blanket and thick 
clothes were very useful tn us, as you mast 
remember tbnt all winter we bad no fire, 
only a iitti* for cuoking. Surely Grod put in 
this man's beart to give us these tbiogs, as 
we had not told any one of our neads only 
the L«rd. But God says he will never leave 
us nor forsake Bft. 

At another time when the hot summer 
came, we again had need for clothes — this 
time for thin fummer clotbef, as it gets 
very, very warm here. The warm clothes we 
' wore in the cool months were of no use to 
us now, and again we went in prayer to 
God to supply us with that we needed. 

This time we had to wait some weeks for 
the answer to our prayers. But one day 
an Amerieau lady with whom we were ac- 



quaDited brought us a large basket ef thin 
clothing. She said she was going away on a 
visit afid wiahed to malce us a present be- 
fore she went away. As we looked over the 
things we found the vary articles for which 
w* prayed, and we could only praise the 
Lord for hearingjaod answering our prayers. 
It is wonderful to serve such a God. 

STOPPING A DA.nuK. 

Now as I have told you some of God^s deal- 
ings with us in giving us food and clothes, 1 
will tell you hew he answered prayer atont a 
dance. We were living at that time io one 
room of a long narrow house, and there were 
a number of other families living there too. 
The bouse was built so that each romn opened 
out on the sidewalk, and each had a, little 
porch on the back, and there was a long nar- 
row back yard which all used. The people 
who were living in the house were not very 
well pleased to have us move in, as they kvew 
we would have meetings and they were Cath- 
olics and did not like to bear anything else. 

One night, nearly a week after we moved 
in the house, we noticed that our next-door 
neighbor had more company than usual and 
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thought they wtre haviag: much music. As it 
waa Saturday oight and we wished to finish 
a basket, w« sat outoaoir little porch and 
worked uotil late. About eight oVlock the 
woman living next to us asked us if we would 
take our clothfls-liae down and let the boys 
and giris have a dance. Tbey were going to 
dauce io the long narrow yard. We told her, 
No.aswe did opt believe in dancing. Of course 
it made them angry, but they began danc- 
ing and in a little while they danced in our 
part of thtt yard as much is if they had 
permission They would come wheeling along 
in front of our little porch as much as to 
Kay, "You eannotbrlp yourself; wfi will dance 
here if we want to," two different times, 

Bro E- wpnt to them and told them he 
did nnk wnut them to dance in our part of 
the yard. But they only mocked him and 
kept right on. As it was gt'tting late we 
put aside our work and thi-n sang a song in 
English, sang softly as they had their music 
just a few feet away on the next porch. 

Then we knelt to pray. We knew we 
could not fiircH thera to quit and we could 
only ask God t<> help um and keep us, as they 
had begun todiink, and a drunken Mexican 
is sometimes a dangeruus man. We prayed 
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ID Eaglish, bat before Bro. E, was through 
they stopped dancing sad begin to gstber 
round our littlu porch, and I could bear 
muttering among them. Then I prayed, 
first a few words ia English; but my soul 
was too fulliSsd I prayed in Spanish, for God 
to help those sin-darkened people, vid, 
although it was but poor Spanish ibey 
understood ib. I heard some one spring up 
the steps and brush past me to Bro. E. and 
I expected to be dragged out into the yard, 

I opened my eyes and right in front of me 
was a stout young Mexican striking rapidly 
at Bro. E.'s face. I pushed him backward off 
the porch which was about two feet from 
the groMod without risioff or ceasing my 
prayer, and then the Lord set me on my 
feet talking to them. There was quite a stir 
among them. The young man came and 
asked us to forgive him and seemed sorry. 

They tried to go on with their daace, but 
within an hour all had gone and everything 
was quiet. Thus the Lord answered prayer. 

Again, there was to be a dance two weeks 
later and this time they had a policeman come 
and they asked him if they could dance in 
the yard. He said, Yes, and if any ooe 
troubled them to let him know.

Dwir Children: Thft Lord bless and keep 
you all. Amen. Perhaps you would like to 
know something (if our journey from Maza- 
(lan to La Paz, One Mmiiiay aftL-inooii a num- 
ber of oar friends gathered at our rooms to 
bid Utt goodby, as we were totake the boat 
next day. It made us sad to part with them, 
as we did not know that we would ever meet 
again on earth, Brn. E. read the tweutimh 
chapter of Acts and we had prayers, and it. 
was quite a solemn little assembly. Among 
them were si)me who had said amen to 
it ail, but C"ulfl not seem lo measure up. 

Onedearold brother past seTenty-five years 
of age had given up his tobacco and was tell- 
ing people that they must live without sin. 



, We b«li«re God will blaws the seed nowo Id 
H»iattsn and o&nae it to bring forth frait to 
his honor aad glory. 

The aext d&j we went on board the 
steaHer Manxanillo, and at night Bteimed 
away from Mazatlan. At abont five o'cIocIe 
the next sfteraooa we reaebed a little port 
called Altata. If yon look on the large ge- 
ography naps along the weRtcoaatnf Mdzicn, 
you can find these places. We went aahore 
while the stealer was unloading. I scarcely 
know how to tell yon about this place, [t 
waa more like an Indian Tillage than any- 
thing else. There were no sidewalks and the 
sand waa several inches deepinthestreeto. 

There were only twe or three hou«e& that 
looked like real house!*. The others were 
hniltof polea orrongb boards hewn out with 
a sort of ax. Othera were made of adobe, a 
kind of clay, and some of a coarse kind of 
awamp grass. All were covered with this 
coarse grass. Some had rough boards for 
floors; some, adobe; and some, nothing but 
sand. None of thene houses were any better 
than many farmers have for th^ir ntock. 

There are about 30u people in this town, 
and very fen of then able to read, as there is 
no school or teaching there. At one house 



we asked for a, driak of water, and the womaa 
brought it to us in a piec« of K'»>rd shell, 
which did not look very clean, bit we foaud 
the water to be verj coni and refretthiag, in 
spite of the gourd. They h^vs to P^y one 
penny a galloa for drinking wate:% as the 
well water la salty. There is a train from 
this place to a city about thirty miles inland, 
and this place is the port fer the city. The 
water is brought from a river, by the traie. 
We gave out tracts and talked with the 
people until tb*- i>t»ain*-r whistled for the 
pasat^ngara to ceme aboard. At at>oat ten 
o'clock, Thursday we l^ft Altata, and Friday 
noon reached L« Paz. The last twentyfonr 
hours ef the voyage the wind blew a ^le and 
we were all very sick. Bveo oar year old 
baby had to have her share of hardship. We 
had the name of a Methodist family in La 
Paz, and they gave us a welcoaie. By night 
we bad rented some rooms in a good locality 
for a mission and wer»' st^ttled in our new 
home. Praising God for his goodoes* to us,

As we ahall speak more about La Paz later 
on we will but make a brief meafcioa of the 
eig;ht months that we remained here at this 
time. "We lived in three different parts of 
the town, preached and made baskets as u- 
sual. When we came they told us that the 
people here were very iodiffirent, that they 
would ceithei' accept noroppese. We prayed 
that the Lord would stir them up to do one 
thing or the other. There had been two or 
^ three preachers here before us but they were 
. Preemaiions and had tri»d to preach the gos-- 
I pel by teaching them English etc. and the 
; result was that the most of their proselytes 
were twofold mi>re the children of hell thnn 
they themselves. They c»nimi^nced to throw 
rocks at us the first night we preached and 
kept up theoe persecutions until the last 
night we preached. During the eight months 
nine individuals had been arrested and paid 
a fine and one had bet'n lodged in jail for 
disturbing our rueetings which wi^re extreme 
cases. But the Loi'd protected us and not 
one of us injured by a rock *scept the little 
giri was hit, but not seriously, by a little boy 
in the street during the day. While we were 
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preaching they would point pistols at us, 
walk arauad with aa opea knife id their 
hands, stand id front of us with long iron 
spears that they used in spearing fish. One 
□igbt a young Yaqui ludian came to the door, 
after the rest had gone away &ad I was sit- 
tiog alone and flourishing a long knife said 
he was going to kill some one. I sat still, nor 
said a word; he finally went away without 
s&ying anything more. Another night an 
old Yaqui Indian stooped down and spit in 
my face while Twhs prHying. Thia was while 
we wpre in the part of the town near the 
Yaqui »ettlement. Some tol'd ub they 
would kill us it we went there. Bat the 
Li>rd brought us ofE more than conquerors 

We will say a word right here akout the 
Yaqui Indian. They are rery i?nora«t, but 
very few of them knowing h«w to r^ad, aid 
knowing uothiug about God and worsblpiHg 
pictures and images and this in the grossest 
manner, leaves them t» follow the lust< of 
the flpsh to their own likiog. This chastise- 
ment they are aettin? at the hand of the Ue- 
xican is of the Lord and it will work out 
undonbtabi? to the salvation of sonm of them. 

They are capable of better things and 
whea once saved will make bright, tntt'ligeDt 
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men and womeD. The Govarnmeutof Mezic* 
is now scattering them around throagh tbe 
coiiBtr; and they probably will won become 
•xtinct as a tribe. Th^y are natives prio- 
cipally of tbe Stkt* of Sonnra b«t those in 
La Paz are among the first inhabitants that 
settled btre. There is an old Yaqui Indian 
that comet* to our house nearly every day 
now, who claimes to beone hundrt'd and our 
years old. He says became from Sooora 
when he was a boy. There is another thing 1 
wish to speak of here. We had for ali tbe 
time we had been ia Mexico taken much 
interest in the literakare of th<s pt^opJA, A-* 
a rule this people take delight in books 
and good beoks are scarce in thii! 
language. When we have seen them rea'i- 
ing a bonk or have seen the books lying 
iirouad we have niways been forward to 
examine to see what sort of book it is. 

We have found for the most part the books 
;.r3 novels, Thpre are somq scientific and bis- 
torical and tbe Catholic hnoks that nlways 
teach religion, many of tbem ar«4 novels and 
all are bitterly oppnsed tn the truth, yet 
mixed enough with it give tbe apearance of 
piety, or Christianity, We could procure 
some tracts from the different seetarian 
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publishing houses but these did aot serve to 
proacb the pratept truth as the (jord hid 
reveale d it to us\ Whi!» in Mazatlan wa 
translait-d some tracts and after waiting a 
loDg time a,ad seading proof .-ibaets back 'and 
forth the Gospel Trumpet office published us 
a good quantity of tracts but they were soon 
gone and when we wanted more the brethren 
were ko occupied at thf; Trumpet Office that 
they could not attend to it. When we came 
to IjO. Paz, we began to cftll on tb« Lord for 
some way tn print. The American Oonsvl 
here had a little hand printing prea!4 and 
Borne old, nearly wornout type. He offureil 
toseil us the pre-s nad a c^se of lower aod 
a case of capital letters for $12, to pay 
when we got the money. So we bought them 
and looked to the Lord to help us pay for 
them, which He did shortly afterward 

With this type we priote^d thousands of 
tracts and gave them in every place as we 
had opportunity. Thay were fxwrly printed 
and didn't come out in the best of Spanish but 
il was the best we could do and the people 
accepted it as such au^l we have rpasnns to 
believe it did g"od. We wt-re still burdened 
for better ftciliiies. 

One Satirday night we failed to get any 
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money to buy food Sunday until after tbe 
stores were al) closed. So we concluded to 
fasttbat Sunday and tbe burden of our beart 
was: that ist. of all we migbt have tbe 
righteousness of Christ manifest in us and 
that we be in the perfect order of God in all 
things; 2d. that tbe Lord would give us a 
press, either band or foot power, tbe latter 
prafered if the Lxtrd saw it was best, of 
auSicieut size to print a small paper; also a 
sufficient amountof type for the same. 

A few weeks afterward, one meminj^ 
while reading about the rejoicine of the chil- 
dren of Israel when tbe foundation wa^* laid to 
rebuild the temple, the spiritof rejoicing came 
on us and we praised God with tpar« of joy, 
hardly knowing why. An hour or two after- 
ward there was handed us a letter containing 
ft money order of $65 that a Bro and Sister 
bad sent to bay a pre^s with. Now we un- 
derstood why we were so rejoiced in the 
Spirit in the morning. He knew tbe bles- 
sing that was in store fnr ua and we werw 
prepared to receive it. We did truly rpjoice 
in God for this manifestation of bis loving 
kindness loua'and especially were we encour- 
aged to undertake tbe printing in Bis name. 

A week or two later we received a letter 
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from anothtr brother sayiag ke had shipped 
us a foot power press ofsufflcieot size to 
print a small paper and he was now ordering 
tjpe and other utensils for printing the paper. 

Now we had mewtioned in a previous letter 
to the GJospel Trumpet that a press was 
needed and also in writing to these brethren 
we had stated the same but not oace think- 
iag the; were in circustances to do this. 

In fact I am quite sure it took nearly all 
ihH money thy had by them to make this 
offering for the work. But thus the Lord 
answered our prayer and sent the press and 
type and also money to pay the expense nf 
getting it here. But right here we made a 
mistake by not waiting suffiei-'ntly on the 
Lord for direction. With us there was 
always an inoliDiiion to mo»e on toward the 
U. S. We had never been to Guaymas, Sono- 
ra, a tnwn of about 10,000 inhabitants, sit- 
tuated across the Gulf and on a Railrn>id 
leading to the U. S: and so the plan came 
up to go there and meet the press and type 
and do our printinir there. We accepted 
the plan very readily and arranged our busi- 
ness matters and packed our goods fur the 
coming steiicner. When we were all packed 
up and ready the Lord began to talk to me 
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Aod show me that I had not waited upon 
Him io tbis matter. I felt ashamed and 
went off iu secre* to pray, taking my- Bible 
with me, I told the Lord I was sorry that I 
had decided to go without first getiiog His 
mind concerning it,aDd even now I wanted 
Him to reveal His will coneernlng us. I o- 
psaed my Bible to Isaiah 32: 16 — 19 and read; 

"What ha«t thou here ? and whom bast 
thou here, that thou hast hewed tbee out a 
sepulchre here, as be that heweth him out a 
sepulchre on high, and that graveth an habi- 
tation for himself in a rock? Behold the 
Ijord will carry tbee away with a mighty 
captivity, and will surely cover tliee. He 
will surely violently tarn and tnss thee 
like a hallintoa larg^ country; there shall 
lihou die, and there the chari'its of t,hy glory 
shall be the shame of thy Lord's house: 

And I will drive thee.from thv station, and 
frvm thy state shall he pull the down." 

Thi( Spirit of the Lord burned those words 
into my heart so I knew it meant me. I lifted 
nay hands toward heaven and asked th« 
Lord that He would grant that none of Uh 
might die there, and that was all I could ask. 

We went and were there three years. 

The Lord prospered us. We also suffered 
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deep poverty at times, but the Lord 
bronght us through. We were sick, nigh 
UDto death, but the Lord healed us. He 
raised as almost as it were from the dust and 
gave LIB a house and lot for an office, a house 
on a rented lot for a mission. Weprinted 
sometiaitis as high as two tbousaud copies of 
the little Spanish paper at an issue; a sister 
came to help us and later on a Bro. Qeboaght 
a lot and we built the Mission house on his 
Jot and we entertained the jd«a of building 
upan orphan instltalion or something of the 
sort and then came upnm u* thf fulfilment, 
in part at least, of what the Lord showed me 
before we left La Paz. The Sister who came 
to help us took sick with fever and died, but 
died in the full assurance that all was clear 
between her soul and God and without a 
regret that she aver came u> Mexico- 
After she died we were all down with the 
fever at once and had to wait on each othe.' 
as best we coold. Personally it seemed that 
I was ia the grasp of death but I prayed and 
the Lord showed me if I would execute some 
judgment that I ought to have done before 
He would heal me. I told him I would and 
rose up in the name of tho Lord, half dazed 
and wentte caring for the others. The Bro. 
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had a long siege of it and narrowly escaped 
death. Our littte baby boy of thirteen 
months died. We had already buried a little 
baity pirl nine months old. After foing 
through this seige we fait it to be the will of 
the Lord that we make a visit to the 0. Slates. 
We will here insert two poems written by 
the mother on the occasinn of the death of 
these two children:

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So from April to the list of September we 
spent amon^ tb* saints ia the Uaited States

surprised to And it out hut the Spirit of God, 
after much fastioff and prayer on our part, 
ia great mercy revealed it. It was humiliat- 
ing but it was blessed to get rid of it at any 
cost. Wf returned to Guaymas the last of 
September and found our printing office that 
had been closed anrl alone all the time we 
were away, in just as good condition as when 
we left, only sooih wa,ter had r«n down from 
the monuttins and entered the cracks leav- 
ing streaks of mud across the flour. We had 
prayed daily for God t.n guard it from any who 
might break through and steal and lot even 
a slat of the fenue was taken while the fences 
around were stripped of their slata. We had 
told the Ijord before we came back, would go 
back to La Paz if He so will-d and He blessed 
our souls and step by ^tcp we came aslle 
made the path plain. We were willing to 
stay or go where He chose, but being willing 
to go to La Paz was to be willing t" go to any 
part of the world and my wife said it would 
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W u«7 SDoap h to consecrate to go tkere if 
she thongiht ther« was » probabilit; of our 
not coiog there, bat the felt sure to cnase- 
erate to go meantto really go. But the Lord 
comfortAd oar beartK aloog the way and we 
would Dot have it otherwise if we could for 
tear of being out of the order of God. 

We quickly nold our house for some le^s 
tbsD it cost U8. Spiit $40 to our boy who had 
remaiued in C&lifnrnia, to pay his fare to La 
Pas; shipped our printing outfit en board boat 
for La Paz; fixed up snnie head boards' over 
the graves of the loved ones we bad laid 
awaj; paid back eoroe who had forwarded 
money to help us on onr journey and bad 
money enough to pay our fare on the boat 
and get us fairly settled is our own hired 
house in \-t\ Pas. The Lird brought back 
the same number that went away but all the 
increase Id respect to fanily or money was 
taken away. However, we were glad that we 
had learned 1«ssods which vp tiUFt will laet 
UB throughout all our lives. 

chaptkr 16. 
ONCE MORE IN LA PAZ. 



It iiiigbt be interesting to our readers to hear 
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about our trip down the Gulf from Guaymas 
to La Paz. We are quite sure it would not 
have been iateresting to them to have a part 
ia it. We were oq board of one of the small 
steamers-tbe one under anether name, that 
we first came to Mexico on several years be- 
fore. It was the first of October, quite au 
uucertain time is regard to stormM oa the 
Gulf. The first part of the jnurney was very 
pleasaat but on the afternmu of the third day 
the clouds be^^an ti> pile up. The 2ci clase 
passengers, of whom we formed a part, had 
their place on the uppc:r deuk. The wtad 
began to blow and ihf sailors pat everything 
ia readiness for a sturm. The little steamer 
tossed about and my wife wh'i has never 
been able to stand much rough weather on 
the boat without being sick, was very sick and 
so also the little girl. I also began to feel 
that indiscribable, dazed, woebegone feeling 
that one has when sea sickness is coming . 
on: but I managed to get ropes aud straps 
and tie our grips, buxes, typewriter and 
chairs to a post and the railing and assist the 
rest of the family to get down into the little 
dining room aboat 8 by 10 ft. square with a 
table fastened in the miidle. Ten or twelve 
of us were crowded into that little room and 
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each one t«DdiDj? to his own caB«, »s those 
who have had the •zperience know, a sea- 
tick man is not very sociable 
I was 89 sick myself that it seemed tn me if 
the boat should upset I could not lift a hand 
to save myself or anybody elue. All we 
could do was to trunt it away with the Lord 
and we bad a calm peace in our souls. 
The rain was pouring down from above: every 
few minutes the waves would wash across 
the deck of the boat: the dishes would fly 
about in th» cupboard, pvpry thing movable 
was on the fly; even a plate flew oat of a bole 
in the tep of the cupboard door. 

I saw a big bell on the waiter's table begin 
to fly about, no one st^emed to care if they, 
were hit by it or not, I sprang up and placed 
it on the floor and lay quickly down. The 
wind blew the light out. I tried lighting it 
again, but the wind would blow it out again 
so we passed nearly the whole right in the 
dark only as it was lighted up occasionally 
by the flashes of lightning. Annther thing 
that added to the din was a barrel that had 
come loose upon the upper deck and was 
bopping about from side to side of the boat; 
also on the lower deck was piled up a lot of 
cordwood. The waves would strike that and 



tbrotr it aboat the deck iritb a big racket. 
How fortunate itit at sach times that there 

are sa11or« that doo't get seasick and caa 

attend to the management of the boat! 
The little poem taken from a achool book 

was nwrer more appreciated by ns than on 

that occasion. 

''We were crowded in the cabin, 
Not a soul would dare to itleep; 
It wa« midnight on the ocean 
And a &torm was on the deep 
Net a word was bciaK spoken, 
Each one busy with hia prayers; 
We are lo^t the captain shouted. 
As he ataggared down the staira. 
But his little daughter whispered, 
As sha took his icy hand, 
"Is not God upon the ocean 
The same as on the land ?" 
Then we kisaed tbe little maiden. 
And we spoke in better cheer; 
And we anchored safe iu harbor 
When the morn wa« shining clear." 

We commeDced again to print the little 
paper in Spaoish but not »o many copies. 
We also did job printing, such as was 
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legitimate. We would not print anythiDg in 
the interest of liquor or tobaco trafic, nor 
dances,nor baptismal cards, nor death notices 
asking prayers for the souls of tbe dead, nor 
theaters, nor Sunday desecration, nor any- 
thing of like character. It made some' mad 
but it worked out in raising a standard of 
righteousness that is for their good. We also 
taught EngliKh and made baskets. This we 
continued to do fi>r more than twoyears, 
preaching from the dour as usual. 

The opposition ha-^ been varied. Some- 
times it has been from the officers of the law 
abje3tiiig to my manner of preaching, and 
sometimes from band organs and sometimes 
from rocks but in evtjry c^se hi< Uaiab 54;- 
i7. been fulfilled in our behalf. "No weapon 
that is formed against thee shall prosper: 
and every tongue that shall rise against thee 
injudgment thou .shall coudemo. This Ik 
the heritage of the servants of the Lord, 
and their righteousness is of me, saith thv 
[jord. Today we preach unmiJested, and 
the people have lo coufess with their own 
mouths that ihpse thintfs are ri^ht and true. 

We truly praise God for what He has 
wrought in the minds and hearts of this 
people. The truth will surely winth ;ough it 
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maj appear to be cast down to earth, yet it 
wiU'rise again. 

One day while makiag haskeis, I was 
much impressed that I ought to give up mak- 
ing basket! and go to printing bookn. More 
and more the burden was upon me. I took 
up a tract laying by my &ide and my eyes 
naught the words,''Now is theaccepted time " 

I kneeled down by the box where I was 
workiog and said: "O Liird, if it is thy will 
tliat I quit making baskets, let me know so 
there will bH no mistaking it, and [ will quit 
right now." My little girl had a New Testa^ 
ment in the bouse that had not been used 
much so I put a f^st b«>fore the Lord that if 
it was His will I should quit right now to have 
me open to the passage of Scripture that said 
"Now is the accepted time," 1 opened to the 
passage of Scripture where it spaaks of labor- 
ing with oar hands. "There" I thought, "iti« 
best that I keep on working with my hands.'' 

But I read down a little farth^-r and It said: 

"Now is the accepted time," I was con- 
vinced and that ended the basket business 
from that momeot. We have had many 
calls for baskets fiuee, and some very ur- 
gent ones aDd we have been in great need 
but never have made but one basket and 



that only to fulfil a promige previomtly made 
and I oever gotaayCbiDg but "tkanks" out of 
that, and be was the ricbust man in town 
and it was a big clotbesbasket with acover on 
it. He had previously given tne a few palm 
stems which I never used, and would not 
hav« been worth over fifteen cents if I had 
used tbem. - He accepted the banket an pay / 
for the steoiA and I felt as though the re- 
proof was from the Lord for having made 
the baslwt; so I took my medicino and this 
is the first and only time I have made 
mention of it 

It i^i a miatakii to think oue is not trustiosT 
the Lord because he labors witb his hands. 

We looked to the Lord continually to su pply 
us, and He used this muaus to prepare us a 
table in the presence of our enemies. His 
providence:^ in providing for us in this way 
were juat as definite and marvelovs as they 
have been since in providing meaas to carry 
on the work. We still ointiyned the school 
but when we proposed to teach tbe Bible the 
most of the pupils dropped out, so that left 
US free on that line and also left us withoub 
support from that source. 

At this time it seemed good and ia the 
providence of Grod for our son who had 
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proTed hioaself faithful to go to Goadalaiura 
to attend a college in that place, ia order that 
he mig^t get a good UDderetanding of the 
Spanish laaguage and be bett«r preparsd 
for the Spanish work. This also took away 
our main help tn the printing besid«n the 
extra expense. So by the time we even 
commenced to print the bonks we were 
heavily in debt The first book we published 
was a book of Poems in English, The store 
maa sold us puper on time, the grocery man 
fioid 09 groceries on time, so also the milk- 
man, milk. The landlord trusted us for the 
rent, the bovs worked and waited for the pay 
so by the the time the book was printed and 
ready to send out we worn desper in debt 
yet all were patient, but b^gan to wonder if 
we would pay or not. The Lord prospered 
the sale of the book, «• that from what we 
received from that and what was donated we 
were enabled to pay up all our debts, buy 
some necessary clothing and other necessary 
arlicie!>, print two books in Spanish and this 
one in English, besides being robbpd of $o5 by 
the custom house and $75 Mexican money by 
the Post Uflice. Thfse latter experiences 
are nut likely to occur again if all concerned 
will profit by the p»st and not swnd money 
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jl in a letter, either registered or cemuoD. 
: ■^\-^ It ia aways safer t(i send by loternatioDal 
r-'^ ^ V Post OeSce Order, Express Money Order, or 
I J^ < Banlt Draft, and even tben be sure that tbey 
I \ "^ have reached ua. 

1 t^* We are glad to say that one of the thieves 
. \ ^ .has been caught but as yt-t Dotbiog baa been 
■■: ^ ^returned to us. The Custooi House look 
\ ' y adrantage of our paper coming o«t [bpeause 
4 we did not havea cuth^r suitable] and charged 
.. r^ ua $85 more then thpy should have done. 
, ^ They had no real grounds for it but toiik 
advantage nf oar not being able to defend our. 
'^ ■ " selves. We have appealed our case to the 
^ ' Judge of tht" whole earth who certainly will 
do right. One fat Custom House oflBcer waid 
^ that God didn't take any notice of sucb small 
' matters as that. There^is oie way we can 
\ evade this in the future: we can buy a much 
. naed(>d cutter of ^ufBcient sizeto cut the pa- 
per here. We also have been doing all our 
.printing on a small (9x14) font power pres^. 
Our prayer is going out to GoH continually 
ifor a larger {small hand aad power cylinder, 
should it please God) press. 
~ We should have added thatatnuig the things 
that was bought and donated was 100 lbs, 
of new type which we appreciate very much. 
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Should it please the Lord to bless the skle 
of this little book to help provide these things 
we shall be glad. The reader, if so iDclined, 
can help us b; getting their friends and 
neighbors who are interested in the Lord's

THE HOUSE.i.t;/;<^,.V. ^^'^ V'/'-'^i 

We believe it would bs for the glory of God 
that we make mention concertiine our lead- 
dings for a house and lot here. First having 
several years experiences up and down the 
coast we are conviuced that La Paz is the 
mosthealthful town on the coast, except it be 
Eiisenada which is most loo far north for our 
work; 2d. The iea'iings of ihe Lord have 
indicated this to be the place where He would 
have us Inbor for Him. 3d, The people are 
f'fa good, ^uh.'■tantiai (■ortand when once won 
to the truth will niak>^ a, zewlous people for 
God; 4th, Those who are most worthy of 
our confidence are in favor of our being here. 
For twfi years \ would niit entertain a 
thoojrht concerning havinj; a bouj-e of nur 
own fo-- fear it migbr. be a matter of 
covH'tousD^s■* aud not th.i leadiog o£ the Loj"d. 
During that time we paid out enough for 
rent to buy a suitable lot in the center of the 
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towD and more aod more it seemed good that 
we have a bouse of our own fitted for this 
special work. One night I spent a large part 
of the Digbt in prayer and the matter of the 
house was one of the subjects of prayer. 

The Lord biessad me in praying for the 
house. A lady who was away had a lot 
centrally iDcated with a little house on it; 
after writing back and forth she ciffered to 
sell it at a certain price. This nipht the Jjord 
showed me to buy it at a price some |50 It'ss 
than she asked, and also sbowted me what 
kind of a house to pat on it. The lady came 
and said X could have the ii>t at the price I 
stated but not having the money just at thHt 
time she was willing to put off; tha sale for a 
while. When I had made arrangements to 
take the house, her son being sick, and also 
others probably working agninst it, she has 
been keeping me off yet to the present time 
says she is agreed to sell but not ready yet. 
She is at present taking care of her sick sod 
in another place, I had an offm to buy a 
larger lot on the opposite side of the street 
for Ikbis money, but the Lord made it clt-arto 
still wait for this one which fur our work is 
preferable Being thus delayed we used mo- 
ney that was donated for the bouse in the 
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printing of the books which wa hope to get 
back again id the sale of tha books. It 
seemed good to us in the Lord to do so. 

We trust it will wort nut 'to this end and 
that the ijord will put it into the heart of the 
lady to let as hav« the lot at the proper time. 

Praise God! llowgood it is to trust in Elim 
even if we hare to wait a long time! It has 
been now two years Bioce the Lord gave us 
the assurance we should have the house. 

Probably satan has hindered but the Lord 
will work out a(| to His glury. Pray for us 
in this maMifr We are glad for what the 
Lord is doing in th" way of literature. 
There iias been donated lo th*- work over a 
thousand Testamonts and portions of the 
Testament which have been a great help: but 
thwre is need of helpars who will go about 
here and there through Mexico stirring up 
the people on these lines and circulate the 
literature and preach to the peoplt^. We will 
here insert some of on.' own experience on 
this line

After waiting for a long time for a favor- 
x.glc 
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able opportunity to came about, whicb con 
sist«d in having our rent paid, somctbiDg to 
]eave for tbe support of tbe family, a good 
moon, tbe arrival of Testament!", and gettiDg 
an extra horse and saddle. On Thursday of 
July 2, 1903, about sundown found my sod 
Clark and myself ready, with horses waddlad 
and packed with Testaments and other Gos- 
pel literature, to &tart on n two weeks trip, 
some 1^0 toU>i)i away After prayer and 
oomnjitting the care of ourselves aod family 
into the bauds of God, w« set oul, leaving wife 
and Priscilla, and a Mexican girl, Lupe, to 
stay by the stuff. 

Having passfd overtbt^firfct part of this road 
already three times it was no new thing to 
me; but Clark was ever interested in whal he 
t,aw and the anxiety and anticipation of what 
he was going to see; for he had long hoped 
for and anxiously waited for this opportunity 
to takf this trip. This first oiglil howir-ver 
was only a moonlight ride of twenty four 
miles. Itwaaciiol and deiigbifiil traveling 
that ia, if the lirat twenty-four miles in the 
saddle can be called delightful lo tbe unac- 
customed 
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We reached the little town of

just as the mooB w^s going out of sight over 
toward the Pacific ocean, probably a little 
past miduight. The people were all asl<>ep 
except one place where tbey bad been selling 
"menudu" (tripe soup) to travelers. Weasked 
for soup but it "se acab6"[was finished.] We 
did not atop here, as on6 does not feel like 
stopptngin this country with every class of 
people ha meets. We went on t'l the hotel, a 
shant,y'where the staife stops and others who 
wi'h. Thpy were all aslet'p but we put our 
horses in the corral and gave them gome 
corn and with Clark's consent I wrapped op 
in a blanket and lay down beside the fence to 
sleep,leaviDg him to keep the hogs away while 
the horses were eating their corn. He after- 
wards lay down and the first thing we knew 
■with the exception of several times being 
made cnnsciou* of being overrun with little 
ants and (^higgers, it was morning and time 
to move out. We however, partly to pay 
something to the boiel man and partly to get 
some henetit for lh^- horses, bought twenty 
five cents worth of cornstalks, the last and 
only hay he had and fed it to the horses, bav- 
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ingaisoto stand guard to keep away the evsr 
hungry hogs. While Clark was duing this 
and eating some bread ^ndsome sweet pbtato 
preserved ia a com husk, which we had 
brought with us, I, after eating my portion, 
took some testaments and gospels and visited 
the houses, offering the| books for sale. With- 
out doubt this was thu first time they had ever 
bad th« opportunity to get the Testament, al- 
though a woman possessed of the Roman Cath- 
olic spirit said that frequently apriest passed 
through there and whenever th^-y liked they 
could get one of him. But in all tny experi- 
ence in this couatry I have never known i<(a 
case of a priest, for !ove or for money, putliug 
iato the hands of the people the Bible, Itold 
her he never had done it and it was lime 
something was being done about it. 

The first family I visited, the woman said 
that I was a Free Maf-«n but I ws,s happy i" 
inform her that I wasn't. This I am sorry 
to say that the preachers, for thf moiit part, 
who have been before m« in La Paz could nnt 
say, and it i* a real hioderance to the gospfl 
in these parts. She also said that I did nol 
believe in the "niy^tery" that is, that Mo^t 
Holy Uary boro Jesus, and rt^ojaineri a virgin 
and Dsver had other children, and that she 

Co: 
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was a Saviar, and Mother of God, etc. No: I 
told her that that did not fulfill the Scriptures. 

Matthew said, that Jesun being born of a / 
woman was that the Scriptures might be ful- i -, 
filled which said, a virgin should call his . o' 
Dama Bmmanui^l ( God with us ). For this the 
Bible says that Joseph did not ko«w h«r 
until after she had braught forth her first 
ohild, and this was the part which was impor- 
tant to know. Aftor that, there was no im--^- S", 
portaace attached to whether she and Jo--^ "• 
spph lived together as man and wife and had, <; ~' 
children ornot.for the Scripture was fulfilled. _-_, 

Also I told her that Mary was not divine -',_ 
for if this was true Jesus was not the sod of ^' ^ 
roan as he so often said he wa^ as well as the -.\l 
Son of God, I read it to her from the first ' 
chapter of Matthew, thea she bought the bonk o 
so that she might read ffir herself these 
things. V 

I also sold another Testament and four 
Gospels in the place and we started out on 
our journey. 

1 trust it will be to the glory of God to stsite 
that we started out od our journey in the 
Apostolic way of taking nothing for the jour. 
ney except ooedoliar in money, a small sack 
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of corn meal and ubuut b, quart of flour. This 
aad the Testaments and Gospels and oar cod- 
fidence that the "Lord will provide" was our 
hops for the journey. 

As we were going liouth the pitahayss and 
cardones which about La Paz were still green 
here were begining to get ripe. The*e are a 
species of cactus. The cardun is )ike the 
trunk of a large tree with several branches 
and grows from ten to thirty feet high. The 
pitahaya grows as tall but is not so big around. 

The trees as well as the fruit are ail cover- 
ed with thorns. The shell of the cardon 
reminds one of a great horse chestnut burr. 

When they are ripe both eiases open like a 
chestnut burr and there they stand, as it 
were, with their mouth open showing their 
beautiful red or white interior with fruit of the 
same color mingled with many black .seeds. 

Tbisiaivery delicious; but how to get at 
them becomes the question. You cauoot 
climb the tree because of the tborns, and to 
knock them down with a long pole is to get 
them filled with sand for they almost invaria- 
bly fall face down in the dirt. We bad anticipa- 
ted our needs so we bad taken in our pocket 
a spoon. Many of the pitabayas could be 
reached on horse back so we would ride up 
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close to them aod eat the fruit with a spoon. 

As we went Jiloag we foucd trees growing 
close beside the cardones and we climbed 
these trees and sat oa the branches and 
eat the fruit with the spoon. These kinds of 
cactus grow io oaarly every part of the 
country here and that in abundance, so that 
one oan eat his fill any time and anywhere, 
that is, when they are ripe. 

When we had ridden about seventeen miles, 
we came to a river bed where there was a 
spring of water. Here we found a Mexican 
man seated under the shade of a tree with 
hi.s cnulf. He was a strong, robust man of 
about sixty years of age, well intruded in 
the Uatholic faitb, but could notread. 

He also had the same to say about the 
worship of Mary and claimed that it was so 
in the Nfw Te*tamefit. I took the Tfsta 
ment and read to him how it really wa:<. 

He became very much interested to know 
what the Book did say and bought a Testa- 
ment and the Gospel nf Manhew and said he 
was going to take it to his home in Todos 
Santos; for those in his home could read. 

He also was going to move to San Jos6 del 
Cabo and he would gt-t them to read it down 
there. Considering his not being able to read 
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and bis surroundiags, be was a man of more 
than ordinary ialalligence in tbe matters nf 
the Bible; but, like tbe rest, it is so mixed 
witb tradition that he does not know which 
is Bible and which is tradition. 

Three miles mure and we reached the 
town of 

TRIUNFO, 

A mining town of about three thousand 
Mexicans and eight or ten Americans, The 
Americans own tbe mines and are the bosses 
and like many bosses and corporations are 
far from God; gold and silTer is their god. 

The Mexicans of this town have respect 
for the Americans but it is a money respect. 

It is the hand that feeds them. Wedid not 

stop here ooty ii» replf nisb souiewbat our 

stock of food and corn for the horses. Three 

~ miles farther down a steep mouutaia we came 

to the little town of 

SAN ANTONIO 

OF about one thojsand iababitaats. Here 
we were well knnwn; as the town had been in 
an "uproar"' on two former dccasi'itis when 
I visited them and cave out mauy tracts aud 
gospels, sold one Biblp.and had talkt-d in their 
streets rather more than they thought tbe 
laws of Mexico would permit. 
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Here we only stopped a. few momeots to 
salute one who was cheerfully receiving the 
little Spaoiiih paper we publish; found him in 
more or less coafusifjn, cinildn't see why the 
Liord made the world and cailed it good, 
thought He ought to have known it would be 
good before He made it. Sotbi^i mnn was 
picking at the Bible and yet was at outs with 
the Catholics. We exhorted him to cleaTe note 
the Word of God; and call on God to help him 
understand it. We watered our horses at 
the public wat-^ring place amid the jeers and 
taunts of some men in frnmt of their temple, 
tbf women looking on in smiling approval. 

My heart yearns, for thn people of that place 
and 1 dare believe that the Lord will raise up 
a bdly people there. It id located in a wide, 
uneven cation between two high ranges of 
mountains. It can only he reached by persons 
a foot or horseback. They have a spring of 
water and raise some very nice fruit. The 
chief sourceof getting aliving is mining. 

There once occured alittle battle in this 
place, at the time when the U. S. was fight- 
ing with Mexict), It was told to ns by an 
Englishmtin whowas there as an eye witness. 

The Mexican-4 had several Americans as 
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prisoners gu&rded in an old adobe building 
in San Antonio. Tbey tiad gotten word to 
some American soldier^t in La Paz to come 
quickt; to their rescue as tbeir lives were ia 
danger. So accordingly a small company set 
out thai night on horseback and the morn- 
ing, at day brfak, found them surrounding 
the said adobe. They found, however, to 
their disappointment, that the house was 
empty. As they moved toward the old church 
buildin<; some shots were firt^d at them from 
a house near by. The order was to wait,but 
two of of the number, being very zealous, 
rushed toward the building and opent-d tire. 

One of the two men was instantly klUpd; 
then a general fire was opened up and very 
quickly the Mexicamt* were routt-d, at quite a 
loss, and t.he prisoners made their escape to 
the Auiericaus. When they returned through 
town not and inhabitant was left; all had fled 
to the mountains. 

About sundown ww left San Aatoaio and 
crossed another steep and high mountain. We 
were overtaken by a rancher who, taking thw 
lead, soon conducted us f his house to stay 
with him all night. He gave us some fn-^h 
cornstalks for the horses. This 'night give 
one to understand that they raise much com 



in this «ountry; but on tbe contrary he had a 
patch fenced in about the size of a good eoun- 
try barn yard which he watered, drawing tbe 
water up by hand in a bucket. 

This part of the coiftitry has seen neither 
wagon, plow nor haraesv, although it has 
been sfttlcd for, at tea^t, more than one 
hundred years. The ranchora keep stock 
and the stock eat such as grows of itself. 
The year before was a wet yesr and this 
whole country was covered with grass a foot 
or foot and a half high and yet one passing 
tbrongh cannot get hay for his horse at these 
ranches. They never save any for the fu- 
ture. 
In the evening and morning also the rancher 
gave us each a cup of milk. We also gave 
them a New Testament and a Gospel, wiih 
which they wtre well plea.-^ed. We a!,<o sang 
a hymn and explained how to live the life of a 
Christian. The.y were interested in this but 
had manifested more interest the ni<;ht before 
in talkin>r about some way to make a churn 
and some way to grind corn instead of grind 
iog it on a rock, T wa'* eager to instruct them 
in thatals'i as I realized they had need on 
that line. I would have been glad to make 
them an old fashioned churn but what could 
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I or they dof We bad neitiher boards to make 
it of nor tools to make it with. I snf^gested a 
crock but that was as much oat of the qnes- 
tioD as the other, for the earthen ware they 
had wai not suitable; atfitber did they have 
paDB to set the milk io. However they have 
an idea of moviog out on that line. They said 
they bad made butter b; stirring the cream 
with a spooD or stick. But after they have 
it made they do not know how to eat it od 
bread like Americans do. They use it more 
as grease. 

After leaving this house without having 
eaten breakfast, only the cup of milk, we 
took our way up the creek, being on the look- 
out for ripe pitahayas. W« soon saw a &atate 
(wild &g) tree, and so Clark went to see if 
there was fruit on it, while I went on the 
otber side to look for pitahayas. [ did not find 
anything on my side so crossed over to him; 
then we returned to our horses, I suppose 
that they in the mean time bad turned around. 
I mounted mine and started on. Clark said: 
"Papa, you are going back the same way we 
came.'' I Hsid "no, I am not; you are turned 
around." He persisted that I was wmogbut 
still followed To me it was claar tbat I was 
right, but I began to consider the matter. 
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Oar road ttu up the creek, bnt now we were 
^iog down. This was proof to me that I 
was wrong, but it did seem 1 was right. I 
told Clark I was wrong and turned about aad 
went np instead o{ goiagdowo. The motaeot 
I turned about I saw plainly that I had been 
dec^eived and now everything was clear. I 
thought bow true this is of one who is deceived 
io regard to his spiritual ceodition- Bow 
difBcultit is for one to discover his error! 

But every honest soul can know this if he 
or ohe will take ijides sgain&t thenifelves 
and consider the downward or backward 
tendency of the path in which tbey are 
traveling. Then if quick action be taken on 
the FAOrs revealed, clearer light will be com- 
mlng faut. 

About three o'clock in the afternoon we 
arrived at 

SAN BABTOLOt 

A town of about three hundred inhabitants, 
laying along a small narrow valley or gorge 
between twohigh mouutaina. Here tbe river 
which otherwise is dry, except in time of 
rains, comes out iu the form of a large spring 
and fiows fora d iHtaace of about one balf milt: 
and tiieu sinks Again in the sand. There is but 
aTvery little laud suitable for cultivation, but 
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this little, living stream scatterfi life and 
verdore aroupd it. Thebeautiful palm, plum, 
and orange trees, etc., and cane from which 
sugar is made, render this little, rocky, rough 
spot like the garden of Bden, As we rode 
across the little valley to visit a young man 
whose father is the owner of a large portion 
of it, I said with my heart and with my 
mouth, "O Lord, let the water of lifu abound 
in me that I may be a well watered 
garden,'' We may be in thw midbtof a desert 
and be uncouth and rongh but if the water of 
life abounds in us we will not be barren and 
unfruitful. Two other little lessons were 
impressed on my mind this day that I 
believe it is well to record. Before we arrived 
at San Bartolo, while cominK down the creek 
bed, two roads presented themselves: one t 
knew was right; but tbe other, although less 
used, seemed to be tbe straight and more; 
shady and less ^andy road. So 1 told Clark 
we would take that and he said, "Papa ar« 
you sure?" I said "no; I am nut sure, but I 
think it is all right." 

We went on and on; at Srst apparently in 
the same direction: but I could see it was 
bearing off in the opposite direction. Still 
tbe road was all right to travel 1n, only it was 
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not sure. Finally I decided not to go on 
uncertainties when I could be sure: so I told 
Clark we would turn across and go to the 
otber road, and although it was sandy we 
were happy because it was sure. 

On arriViDg at San Bartolo we made ia- 
quiry of our friend there and found that the 
road led off in an entirely different direction 
and we could not have reached that place by 
that road. We urged this truth and illustra- 
tion on the mind of our young friend who had 
Ifarned to talk English, while his parents were 
ignorant of what Wf were telling him. His 
heart was open, in som'^ measure at least, to 
the truth, but bf did not wish to take the 
reproach bis parenttt would cast upon him 
so we talked to him only in English. 

The other lesson was thus: As we were 
leaving San Bartolo, beside the road were 
some plum trees laden with bsautiful red 
plums. It is not an uncommon thing to see 
plum trees here for the whole oouotry from 
La Paz down is covered with plum trees; but 
these were ripe. Clark gathered bis hat full 
from the ground under the tree!'. His hat 
full meant a good many for be. as well as I, 
wore a high pointed crowu, Mexican straw 
hat. White be was gathering the plums I 
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saw near the road a peculiar kind of large 
white plum na a plum tree. It seemed I had 
truly found a prize and I baeteDed to prove 
m? new kind of plum. When I had bittsn 
into it I found it to be GeedleRs and nfentirely 
different nature to a plum. I spit'it out and 
began to wonder why that which I knew was 
a plum tree should bear Ruch a fruit as that. 
After examining closely I found a little fine, 
leafless vine bad crept around tbe tree and 
entwined around tbe branches snd, to all^ 
appearance had palmed its fruits off nn me as 
though it was borne by tbe plum tree. For 
all I know the thing might be poison, This 
is a good illustration of how tha devil tries to 
palm off bis fruit for the fruit of the Holy 
Spirit: if he can cunningly hide its brigen he 
will put it forth as being even better than the 
genuine article. Beware of his imitations! 
Beware also that he does not entwine around 
you some of hi?: devices and you put it forth 
as tbe work of the Holy Ghnat! 

It was about four o'clock in the afternoon 
when we left San Bartolo aud, as yet, we had 
eaten nothing all day except fruit Oar 
young friend in San Bartolo had treated us 
with various kinds of fruit, and our batful nf 
plums satisfied us completely, as far as fruit 
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wfts soDcerDed, and we bad a stocking full to 
take to some children at hot next stopping 
pl^ce, which was Bueoa Vista, on the shores 
of the GuH of California. We arrived there 
about 9, o'clocli in the evemng,haviDg came ia 
sight of the Gulf just before sundown. Just 
as ve come to the Gulf we pass throughaht- 
lie piace of four or five bouses called 

BN8ENADA DB LAS PALMAB. 

Here we stopped only to water our horses, 
paying a boy four cents for drawing the 
water, which is the standard price in all 
parts, two cents for each animal. 

The U)wn of 

BUENA VI8TA 

consists of two stores and several private 
houses, or what at least serve as houses. 

There are a few houses, belonging to the 
more favored class, that are built of brick 
either kiln or sun dried, but for the most 
part, in the country places and also a large 
part of the citips, the houses are built of 
stakes stack around in the ground and many 
have other stick'^ wove in basket fashion with 
a palm leaf roof. 

The mistress of the house where we stopped 
got us a supper of fresh fish, tea and borti- 
llas, which was very acceptable to us who had 
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efltea notUog bot frait since the dsy before 
in the afternoon. The price also was equally 
as good on her part, charging ns five reals ^62 
cents), which was one real (i2 cents) more 
than was cabtomary. Bnt we did not object 
to that as it had caused her extra work. We 
bought corn for the horses, and that also be- 
ing seven cents a liter, it took all the money 
we had except six cents and the next day 
was Sooda;. 

We had purposed to rest there over the 
Sabbath. The man gave us the privilege of 
sleeping on a bedstead he bad which was made 
of poles and rawhide. Ejarly the next mor- 
oing we took our horse's, leaving the saddles, 
and went to the hills on the shore of the Golf, 
tskiag along our corn meal and skillet. So 
here we passed a large part of that day read - 
ing, praying, writing etc, eating such as we 
bad with us, also cooking a viznaga, a species 
of cactus, in some panocha,-tbe Mexican 
brown sugar The horses, ia the mean tioie 
were Unding enough to eat on the hills. In the 
aftarnooD we felt that we ought in some way 
to get the people together and talk to them, 
bat did not know how it would come to pass. 
We started out for the head man of the place, 
who, on a form«r occasion, had shown himself 



-frieadl7 add hatdsaid that he'liked' the' %ble 
"Way better ^Bn the Catholic. 'Waftrand hi« 
sittiog iET the corridor of hia house. ' This is 
'nearly always the sitting <plar«e of the people 
-of tbia eonntry. He welcomed us very cor- 
dially aod very sona had his people allsitFtlDg 
aroand with hats off ready to Katen to what I 
' had' to say concerniDg the protestant religion 
'aivd'wbat was thn difference - between it and 
the Catholic. 1 told tbeni there wac not »ach 
differencu between many of the Protestant 
sects and ibe Catholic, but there wasa-wide 
difference belweena^realBible christian and 
a Catholic, and between the religion of the 
Bible and the Catholic religion. J read to 
them how that Christ was the bread, which 
came down from heaven and wewuet eat of 
Him by faith and be partakers of His right' 
eonsnessand of His nature or we had no life 
in us: and that it wat* not as they had been 
.told by the priebts that the bread. which .the 
priests bless is ciianged into the body of Christ 
Some w«-re ve'y attentive and others man- 
ifeeted oppositioa. but the victory was on the 
side of the truth. 

The next morniiig we arose very early and 
set out on our journey without breakfaot and 
with but little apparent prospect of break- 
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{ast. After going a few miles we concluded 
to stop and leh the horses feed aRd cook a tittle 
meal we still bad on band. We set aboutget- 
tiug wood when we beard a cr^ as of some- 
thing in distress i» the thicket near by. In 
going to see what it was, a gavilin (hawk) flew 
up and there, we found a young rabbit he had 
just killed . We accepted it as from the Lord 
and that with tho cakes and some biznaga 
evoked with pauocha made us agood breakfast. 
We travelled all the forenc«>n over a boiiutiful 
level, meaa land covitrtid with the u^Ual 
growth of trees and gra^s but without water. 

We, as well as tiur horses, had become very 
thirsty before we descended Into the valley 
of Santiago. We s&w cattle wnd a ranch 
house in the distance and, althou^rh out of 
the road, we madedirtct for it and soon were 
satisfying our thirst. We gave 'the woman 
at the well' a Gospel for the prlviiegei of 
watering the horses. A little farther on we 
found some Guamuchil trees and the beans 
from these t.'ees helped to satisfy our bun. 
ger. They grow in pod* like aoy bean. 

Th« meaty part of the bean is a white or 
red pulpy substance with a little black seed 
within. The pulp is very nice to eat and is 
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often sold io tbe mxrket. - There are matiy 
of these trees growing in this valley. 
We reached the little town of 



about one o'clock. I believe there are about 
One thousand inhabitants in this place. 

We stopped at a sort of hote', and asked 
the man if he would not like tn have us make 
him a battket nut of some palm Dtsins be 
had and while wf* were doing it be on his 
part gife our horses some corn stalks. Ha 
Was agreed so we set to work and by the 
time the horses had eaten and were well res- 
ted we had marie our basket. He was well 
pleased with the bargain, so much so that 
when we returned he wished to repeat the 
offer which we accepted. 

Here we gave out » few gospels and pa- 
pers but as it was nearing night aad I had 
prt-vi<mnly visited this place we pushed on to 
Mira Plores. ■'^' 

Santiago is a fine fitniiing valley with a 
beautiful spring uf water but is very littln 
developed as to what might be done. Thpy 
raise eane and corn and fruit, etc. Th^re 
are , I think, two or three panocha 'mills,

too, we. feasted on {NUbayas. We reached 

WBA FIOUBS 

About nine o'clock and the (teople had b^giio 
Xo retire for the night. 

Here we were greeted by the family of 
. Carlos O^ds and invited to flight. Th«>y took 
our horses cheerfully and cared for them, 
while the mother and daughter (the school 
teacber) set about to get us a supper which 
consisted of bread, beans, eggs and orange 
Jeaf tea. It waa like an oasis is a desert. 
Their hospitality was tbe same to us in the 
morning and tbe only reward tbey would 
receive from our bands was the literature we 
carried, which we gave tbem as they desired. 
Here we sold Gospels and New'Tentaments 
and found a people who apparently are 
looking for better things. We trust the day 
is not far distant 'wben their hop«>8 will be 
realized. A good many years ago some Eng- 
lish boys dropped inhere, for some reason 
escAping from an English ship, and' here they 
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Btaid married, raised families and died here. 

The result is a race more aggressive, and 
reacbiag out for better things, and less pre. 
judice against the gospel than the ordinary 
native. The names they bear are Robinson, 
Collins, Hart and Kennedy, It seems strange 
to meet with people bearing tbei:e names and 
hanng white intelligent faces, yet not able to 
speak a word of Soglish. 

This is aiso a beautiful section of country 
[only 30 miles from San Jos6 del Oabo.] The' 
trees are larger here than farther north. We 
saw here an oak, the largest I have ever seeu. 

I think it is four or six feet, in diameter. 
Here, as elsewhere, there are large tracts of 
beautiful land alt undeveloped because of a 
lack of water, while there is water the year 
round in the creek, soaking away in the sand 
l>eoaabft they have no means of conserTing it. 

Again leaving this valley we pass on for a 
few milKs over another mesa to 

CADDANO. 

On the road wu meta man on a mule, armed- 
as alt arp, with a long knife in his belt. It 
would seem rather an uncouth subject to talk 
salvation to, 1 think, to some of our readers; 
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but vot 80 here, for a. maa is not considered a 
bad man here because be carries a knife; 
however we believe when they get salvatioo 
they will hare do further use for the kuife a^ 
a weapnn. This man hailed us in a friendly 
manner. We told him our mission and spoke 
to him about the Gospel being necessary for 
the soul. We gave him a Gospel. He said be had 
no money, but be was n. snddle maker, also 
made whi|>s:hehad »■ ofw whip he had jupt 
made and insisted that I take that I refusnH 
at first but when I saw he was in re»l t-arnest 
about it I accepted the offer very gladly and 
gave him also a New Testament. We took 
his name and have ever since been Mending 
him the little Spanish paper. There are but 
few families living in the valley of CaduaQo; 
yet it is a very fertile valley and undoubtedly 
has water that could be developed 

The people however, tho*e that we met., are 
far from the water of life and had but lit- 
tle, if any, desire to have that developed in 
their vicinity. One family bought a Testament 
but when we returned we were recieved with 
a coolness that indicated it was not acjording 
to their ideas. It generally don't say enough 
about -'Most Holy Mary" the "Mother of 
God" to suit them. 
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This same blood seems toruain tbe Teins of-i ^'1,. 
those who lire several mites beyood at Las J, £> i*v 
Palmas; so we will leave them and thsir cattltf^ ^' Xi 
and their country to get all the good out of itK' ' ^^ 
thuy can, hopinf» the goodness of God willfc, 5^ 
lead them to repentance. 

After leaving Las Palmas We crossed a mesa" 
of about fifteen miUs that was as level, ci 
paratively speakin", as a floor, stretching on 
a gradual slope from mount Lazaro on the' 
right band over a large extent of country to 
the left almost to the Gulf. Along the coast 
it was saparated from the Gulf by a range 
of low mountains'. As we beheld it we could 
but excliim,"wbat a couatry this would b^ if 
it only had water!" Who knows if such might 
not be the case? Mount Lazant is the bighe^tt 
mountain and following it is a range of high 
mountains that contain water. These mesas 
are rained only a littleabove the valleys where 
living water is found ciming to the surface 
and in most cases flowing water. Near night 
we came to the valley of SANTA anita. At the 
fiiotof the hill as we descended was a large 
brick bouse, built Spanish style, with sur- 
roundings that bespokw more than ordinary 
native push. After refreshing ourselves and 
horses at the pump[alhing very uncommon 
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in thiscountryi)we went to the door to see 
what the Lora might have for ua to do in 
that place. A man came out to meet us, whose 
white (ace plainly showed that be waa not a 
native, hot at the same time the servants 
and those about him were natives. We 
addressed bim in Spanish but vers agreeably 
surprised to bare him answer in good plain 
Bnglieb. lie was a Bohemian by birth but 
had been long intho U. S. He drifted down 
into that country, married the heiress of the 
ranch, a maiden lady nomewbat older than 
himself, and waei ronniag things to his own 
hking. He gave ua a very cordial welcome. 

He insisted that wei>boald make ourselves 
at home and as it was the sfasoafor fruit he 
said we should eat all the mangnK, papayo», 
pinms, and melons we wanted and, during 
the two day* that we were his guestf^, they 
did not fail to set before us a plenty of chick- 
en and other palatable food. This kind man, 
like many others, waa full of his own ideas 
and doctrines of men, but had failed to drink 
out of of the great fountain of God's Word. 

He was a magnetic healer. We pointed him 
as best we could to Him who heals both soul 
and body. Being only tan miles from San Jo. 
&6 del Cabo, and our horses being very tired, 



the next day we left the horses here and 
went on foot to Sao Jos6. From Santa Anita 
we go down the San J036 riverbed to San 
J036. This river cotnes from the moantaius 
near by and opens up ina broad sandy bed 
making here and there quite broad and fertile 
valley^-. It flows only in the rainy season 
and if it rains much it covers over everything. 
But during the dry season it comes nut 
here and there in springs, sometimes send- 
ing out quite a large stream and then it will 
be lost agdin in the sand; on the higher banks 
are the ranch houses. About six miles from 
San Jo-!6 is 

SANTA CATARINA, 

with about five hundred inhabitants. Here 
they have a good dit.ch of water and good 
fields of cane, graphs, and fruit ireee; also 
one or two panocha mills, A few years ago ,] 
acolpofteor pass-id through here i^elling Bi-,^J^,- 
bles. We found a ri-'ady sale for oura. 

Here is an open deldfor the truth; yet, as 
in all plioes, there is opposition to protes- 
tants. 

As you near

the valley broadens out and hare and there 
are ditches in the sand in which water is 
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•houses of aijy importance are built only oq 
~ bigh gruund. ThTf aiH luaoy shacks hero 
. aad ihi^rein lb» vuli^.v but they evidently can 
, nni trust thf rivtr. For this reaM"iri San Jo—

" Here at the outskirts of the town we learned 

that a man had Mild Bibles there and one 

woman went craay over it and the judge (.r- 

dered all the Bibles to be t*urnt.allewiD^ them 

to keep only the covert^. I lold tbem that 

was just the way with the Catholics, all they 

, wanted of th*" Bible was thn cover. It was 

.1 just the shf II, the power of the Gospel had all 

gone out of it. Some bought and some 

! would not. Some said they were afraid of 

the priests, etc. But we sold and gave away 

all the literature we had and got through 

about sunset and set our faces again 

HOHBWAm). 

Weary with the labor of the day yet we 
travelled back to Santa CatariDa arrivioj^ 
there about midnight. Here we stopped 
[that la slept on his ground] with the owner 
of a panocha mill who is an American but had 
a Meziean mother. After eating a morning 



luDch wit±i the old genttemaa we set out for 
Santa ADita arriving there in lime for breali 
fast. After visiting witb nur Bohemian friend 
for a few minutes and praying with him and 
nrging him to forsake his ways and seek 
Gorf'f ways, we saddled our horses and depart 
ed laden with mangos and dried plums and 
somti sweetmeats madt; from panocba which 
he warned u& to take home to our folks. 

We kept his order, only a« th« fruit 
ripened and was ready to perish we ate it to 
save it Those who have eaten ripe mangos 
know what a tenoptatioa it was to ns to eat 
tb(?m when hungry. Bui our de.>*ire to 
please those at home kept u» from pronounc- 
ing them all ready to perish. This gentleman 
has many tropical fruits on his ranch and 
raises considerable quantitios of cane, also 
had a panocha mill. 

As we now had no more Testaments or 
tracts to give out and feeling i>ur need of 
getting home as quickly as possibia we set 
ouG with the purpose of making good use of 
all the time we had, both night and day. The 
nights were I'eally more pleasant than the day 
on account of tieing cooler and a good moon. 

We reached Mira Flores, thirty miles 
from San JosS, about ten o'clock at night. 
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We awoke a man who bad bread to sell and 
asked him, like the roan spoken of in the 
parable, to sell us some bread, and because 
of our importunity be aro^e and gave us what 
we needed, otherwise could nothave procured 
any for a long distance. We travelled on and 
as we came down a creek beif, (by the way, 
this is the way they make tbeir roads, by 
following a creek berf. No wagon has ever 
graced these roads. Such a thing as a harness 
or a wheel is unknown), I was in the lead aud 
in front of mf-, stretched across tbepaib, was 
what I supposed, a long Ptick; but a^: I came 
up to it I saw it begio to move and heard a 
rattle. I immediately wheeled my horse a- 
bont and cried out "a rattUsnake!" We dis. 
mounted and with rocks and sticks fought 
the battle. Clark boasts of having given the 
death blow to the snake. Having won the 
victory and praising God for His protection 
we came on but with more cautiousness than 
before. We found that the suake was not our 
worst foe in these parts but that which is 
most feared and dreaded by the inhabitants 
istheskuok. The bitiiof this little animal 
here is almost sure death to man or beast 
giving them the hydrophobia. Later on one 
met us in the path and came at my horse. 



I struck at him many times with my stick 
but the blows did not iMtimidate him in the 
least but only had the effect to ward him off 
while I was enabled to get my horse ont of 
out the way. He also tried to bite Clark's 
horse, buthegotarnuHd him. Theseanimals, 
as well as coyotes, go mad and spread ter- 
ror wherever they are known to be in the 
neighborhood. Only a few months before a 
man had died in that vicinity from being bit- 
ten by a skunk. We praised God for this 
deliverance; Near morning, as we were Hear- 
ing Santiago, we came to a ranch house and 
being exceedingly tired and sleepy we deci- 
ded to take off omr saddles and lie down for a 
little while. We did so, but no sooner got 
comfortably settled when we found ourselves 
covered with ants. We could not stand this so 
saddleduji again and came on natil we came 
to the spring of water in Santiago where were 
some guamuchil trees. Here we lay down 
and slept until nearly eleven o'clock. 

Later on we made a basket for a man to pay 
for some cornstalks for our horses. Id the 
afternoon we moved on from Santiago, after 
satisfying our hunger on the guamuchil bean 
and taking along a goodly quantity for future 
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ue>e. We reached Bunna Vista late ia the 
□Igbt and lay dowD for a few bourn to rest in 
front of a man'w house. Before light we were 
OD our way again. Reaching San Bartolo late 
in the afternoon we gathered some wild figs, 
[salates], read snmt* scripture to some govern- 
ment ofBcers, boupht a pipcfl o'f dried beef 
and pressed on, met a wild looking man who. 
an he met us, kept his band on the handle of 
his long dirk knife which b** kept in front of 
him. We stopped a moment and talked to 
him about the welfare of bis soul. Tht" talk 
appeared to have, at lear-t, a sfKithing effect. 

That night about nine o'clock we stopped for 
a short time on the road where there was grass 
and let the horses feed, while we cooked and 
eat and one slept a few minutes while the 
other watched. Then on we went, stopping 
at a ranch house to get water for ourseWes 
and horses while the fierce dogs tried their 
be?t to frighten us away; but our uecessity 
made us the more bold , We felt refreshed but 
during the rest of the night and especially 
the early morning it was very difiBcult tnstay 
in the eaddb. for we would dropintoa dozein 
apite of all we could do. Early in the morn- 
ing we passed through Triunfo and went 
three miles on to the spring. Here we 
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tamed our horses oat to feed and laid down 
and slept: then after eating a lunch moved on 
toward San Pedro. About four o'clock we 
came to a good place where there was grass, 
so we stopped and turned our horses loose. 

There was grass every where hut some 
places were better than others; it was what 
grew the year before and was still standing. 

We again laid down and slept When we 
awoke it was beginning to grow dark and 
the heavens were black with thunderclouds. 
We biith started up simultaneosly and cried, 
out, "Where are the horses?" Tbey were 
uo where in sight. We saw how foolish we 
had been: thfre some ten or fifteen miles from 
any iuhabitant and in a country completely 
covered with tall cactus, brush and trees, to 
turn I'ur hnr«es Umisp at that hour of the day. 

We started in different directions each 
praying as he went. Just as it was getting 
to(» dark to look any farther and the lant hope 
was about gone, I heard Clark cry out that 
he had found thfm. He had listened and 
hi^ard a horse stpp on a dead branch and fol- 
lowed up the f^nund. We were truly rejoiced 
and pruised God for the deliverance. 

We reached San Pedro late in the night. 

The stage driver who was tb4re from La 
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Paz paid for our supper at the hotel, for which 
we were to pay him wheo we got home. We 
slept three or four hours, then set out for 
home. Every sign of approaching La Paz was 
hailed with delight. The old grave id the 
road, then the the first windmill, then the 
bouses, and bestof all to get in sight of where 
we lived, and to meet the loved oaes equally 
anxious to receive us. 

The Lord had marvellously kept them and 
they were full of the little happenings that 
had taken place witti them; and related them 
t(> us who were as interested in what they had 
to tell as they were to hear what we had to 
tell. The fruit and souvenirs and sweetmeats 
were all duly appreciated. Praise God for the 
privilege of going forth in his service! Praise 
Him also for the privilege of being with the 
loved ones at homel

As far as we had t> "^ 
knowlfdg** no gospel preacher had over visi- !;■ (,i 
ted the plao*. So, loaded with our usual outfit ,'-, ; 
of TePlaoifnts and portions of Testaments f .' 
and other tracts, w« si-t out on horseback for 
Todos Santos. The first 24 miles was on the 
road lending to Triunfowbich we have already 
described in the trip to San JosS. Soon after 
leaving San Pedro the road diverges to the 
right from the Triunfo road and from this 
point we i>fgan tn travel ina partof the coun- 
try unknown to us. The whole road lay along 
through a comparatively level country appar 
ently not many feel abovn the level of the sea 
with here and there small valleys where dry 
creek beds mark the water way to th« ocean 
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The road i" nearly on a straight lioe and in 
places can be sefin as far as ihe oye can 
reach- A mnuntaio is se^^n away in, the dis- 
tance and one would think that must bt> near 
the end of our jou i-Qey but the afternoon flods 
us looking back OD tbi^s mimntain almost out 
of sight in the di-tHnce. About noon the sec. 
ond day we came to a little hamlet of three o'- 
four houses iu one of these little valleys, 
Stre we watered our horse paying two cents 
for the privilege, also gare them a Gospel-^ 

very cautiously. Afterward saw them gath- 
ered around fxamining the book«nd readins 
from it. Here they draw water with a horse 
asthey alsodoin all the other country places 

The rope is tied to the hiirn of the saddle 
aod a boy mrunts the hnrse and drives out 
from the well until ths water is raised out of 
the well. The utensils at the well consist of 
a pully and a bucket made of rubber up 
leather. 

A large, part of the day is thus occupied io 
drawing water for the f-tock. A few miles 
from this was another ranch house in another 
little valley. Here weso!d two GospeU which 
they seemed well pleased to get, as books of 
any kind are rarely to be obtained. Nearly 
sundown we reached a ranch within teo miles 
ofTodos Santos, Often along the road we 
stopped HDd exclaimed to ourselves, "What a 
country this is!" ThouRands of acres of nice 
level land in every direction, good soil, covered 



with trees, cactujii and grass and not an id- 
habitaot. We wondered iu our mind if the 
time wouldn't come when this would be set- 
tled up by a people who would utilize the 
land ID a prupar aud profitable way. There 
is no fliiwiug water only in the rainy season; 
hut the water is in the ground, Tfiose who 
live in thf' valley make but little pretentions 
to farming but are occupied chiefly in stock 
raising 

There are enemies in every country, so also 
here. Twiceonthe road we encountered a big 
rattlesna,ke that was inclined to fight rather 
than run. Being at>o poaseased of some of that 
spirit that desired to bruisp his head we 
did not leave either of them without feeling 
that we were their deadly enemy. After 
being badly wounded they crawled off in the 
bru.'-h. hi-^'j i-^- i^<A. li-tt-^-^ > 

it was nearly sundown and I had nearly ten 
milpn yot to go before reaching Tr)dos Santos. 

After crossing a vaUey where evidently in 
lime of rain a large stream of water flowed, 
tht- rest, of the way on to the Pacific ocean is 
more or less hilly. Both I and my horse be- 
ing very tired it seemed a very long road but 
I was much animated and refreshed aa we 
reached the top of a hill and heard in the dis- 
tance the roar of the Pacificocean. It was to 
me like the voice of an i Id and familiar friend. 

The appearance and smell of sage brush 
also made it seem homelike to me. Soon some 
old ruins of buildings were passed. Many 
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thouebtsof how I wbr in pass ths niffht and 
whoj.(» bands I would fall into pnsspd through 
my miad, an T was a stranspr ia a strange 
land and lateat nigbt; but I wns trusting im 
Him in whose sflrvir^ I was <>ntfHppd and 
^ kntiw He would lead me to thf right place, 
'^^ Presently I found ihe path that ted di.wn 
-■ -1 a deep ravine where appeared io be growing 
)""^trees and cane. 1 turned back, tnnlr another 
Y path that led arouad another lartfe ravin» 
K where were aieogrowing ImII palm trees and 
uaae. i came tu a panocha [brown sugar] mill 
le peupte being awake I went iu. The 
ieh>r leceived me cordially and offered 
e hospitality nf his mill fi'r the night, 
cocjsibted of the privilege of placing 
■d on the ground under his roof and 
ig my hurse out m feed on the cane 
, a privilege we hor.h enjoyni. Jo the 
ng after talking with the men and piv- 
em porticos of such literature ^s I hud, 
I that i«, those who could read, fur I discovered 
^here as in other parts i>f the town these who 
~ had grown up there for the most part did 
>Bot kiiDW hiiw to read, late such as I had 
with me/looking longingly at tlip treat piles 
of cane 'which men aorJ evetj a rionkev went 
'iboatohewingwith such apparent deiifbi.but 
• no man gave utilo m^y 1 have h^en accus- 
tomed to fuch denials so it went in the "all 
things," After starting, my fiiststepM were 
directed toward the ocean: but before going 
farther it ia well to give a little description of

the place. The town itself isoD a low hill o- 
bouta mile back from theoceao. There are 
two large raviues which resemble somewhat 
a river bed or small valley between high 
barks : these merge into ooe before reaching 
the ocean, forming quite ao extensive valley. 
At the head of thei<H ravines are springs of 
water and this is the seeret of the marvelouB 
wealth of tkese lands. Nearly all of the land 
is planted to &ugar cane which grows luxu- 
riantly and is said to he of the very best 
quality. They raise also swe«^l potatoes, veg- 
etables and fruits, but sugar cane is the 
principal thing. There arefive panncha mills 
in operation, two steam mills and three run 
by horse power. This, with raising of cattle 
and hiirses, spems to comprise the principal 
business of the place. There are about one 
thousand inha)-ltfliit<. The climate is delight- 
ful, cool in the summer, getting the cool 
breeze> frnm the Pacific ocean. While this 
town is on the very banks, as it were, of the 
Pacilic iicean, its only outlet is La Paz, on the 
Gull side some sixty or eighty miles away, 
and this only by mule team or ox cart. The 
ocean for a long distance up and down the 
coaiitis open sea with no bay or inlet except 
a small and very dangerous inlet near that 
place. The original iuhabitants of this place 
were Indians. The oldest inhabitants do not 
know where their for«fatherB came from, 
except it be from Sao Jos4 which seems to 
them to be almost at the other end of the 
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world. Many of ihem espt^cially th« womtn, 
havf uevpr ben tf-n miles fro qj that placf. 
No Prots-stant preacbtr hart ever bufn thpre 
to thi^ir koowiedsTM »Qd th«v had iiHver had 
thH privil^'ge of geltins the New Testa mentor 
any portion "f it befotf. Wh^n thw tipunish 
oiime iht-y brought tht-ir prieMs, built a tem- 
ple, intermingled with the natives with th« 
result as in hII other parts, of a mixed race 
Nowto return to our narrative: As we passed 
the ditch where the people gel their dntikiog 
water w« saw how water was carried in 
leather bottles. Two lentlier batrs were filled 
with wdter and hung im the bai;b of a donkey 
and carrifd to its (iesticalinn while water noz- 
ed out and run down a stream It served to 
k^ep them on the rush fnr tear of loosing alt 
their water. One man, however, took timn u> 
heara few words, recievf with y<y u NewTes- 
lament, put it carefully in Iiiw b<i>om and then 
run with his water, I stopped at a hoixe and 
told the man my mission there. At firi-t be 
louiced on me with eonsiderahie suspicion nut 
as I net-ded my saddle lixed h^- vciiunteered 
Vi Cx it. While bf was tixing ir, I Wiia talking 
to him about the Lord and seeing some palm . 
stems I a^ked bim if 1 couldhnve them. He 
said I could. I took the sticks and made a 
little market basket and gave it to theai.ruHd 
ingand talking to theuj all the time. They 
wern so pleased with the basket and alfO the 
book that th^y pent for their friend.'^ and at 
the same tituegot a dinner, which oousi^ted 
of coTD tortilla-', dried meatand coffee. Igave 
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their frieods also a bonk. They all ssemed 
intf^-rcsted and yet not being able to read 
they weat uud snught out imeof their number 
whn r^ari and in thfi afternoon, when I retur- 
ned that way I saw the wnman surrounded 
by a IHtlf- company reading to them from 
the G"spe! of John. 

1 went to the b^'acD. had a good seatiou of 
prayer and returned through town and went 
about town giving out literature and talking 
with the people, the most of the time followed 
by a company of boys and girls pager to get 
a little b'lok '>r tohi^ar what was said. In the 
aftprn"i>n a well drp-jsed lady came out and 
aski"! me who paid me for doing this. I told 
her I did not do it for pay but aw noto the 
Lord. She wpnt into the house and brought 
out twenty centu and gave me saying. "I give 
this th-ri a" nnto th** Lord.'' Kven as I was 
leavine town th^y came running after me and 
asking for a little hook. I left the town about 
sundown and reachwd theten mile ranch after 
all were abed, iiicd sl'-i-ping in the open door 
yard but th^ hogs would not let me sleep 
Finally a boy wht) had hpfu away came home 
in the night and invited me into a* old hay 
shed whprnlgot a little rest. I bought some 
tortillas and eggs at the houp.e,tiild them about 
Jesus being tbf way, the truth and the life; 
told them pictures and saints couldn't save 
them. The man ordered me out of the bouse 
»nd made motions as though he was going t* 
draw his knife. He said he had Most Holy 
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Mary, the Mother of God in bis bouse and he 

E rayed *o her every day. Before 1 left him 
e was somewhat calmed dowo, but we know 
this is a very wicked spirit that makes such 
claims. The rest of that day and the follow- 
ioguight was put in on our journey home- 
ward, with occa^ioDal, rests. 1 do not know 
if people generally travel alone daring tbt) 
night but I did ao without fear or harm.arriv. 
ing home safe and sound. 



CONCLUSION. 



We have not said all that we desire to say 
Bor have we been ablt* to describe the cimntry 
&s much a^ we would like ou account of lack 
of space, but we trust that what has bef-n &aid 
will giTe the reader home idt'a hitherto 
uaknnwn by him or herof this west coast of 
Mexico, and esfiecially of Lnwer Oalifornib, 

There are still some towns Sfveral hundred 
miles north of La Paz on the Guif side which 
we have not described and som^few we hiive 
net yet visited. Uireto of perhaps bOO in- 
habitants; 8ant» Rosalia, a mining town of 
a floating p'>puiation of about 5uO0 and Mule- 
g6 of KMK) or more; these ure on the Golf, but 
inland from these, soniw furty live milt's more 
or less is Comnndu of some 500 or mort. 
La Purisima of only a few, San Ignacio of sev- 
eral hundredinhabitants. Tbese are rBDches 
and dates and tigs aud other fruit are shipped 



from these places. But as far as we know 
BO gospel preaaber baE ever visited them. 

We expect to go there a,s soon as we may 
be able to do so. 
La Paz is the capital of the southern district 
of Lower Califoroia and contains some 500u 
inhabitants and has been rapidly improving 
during the eigbc years we have known the 
place. We are within easy reach by boat of 
the towns up and down the mainland of Mexi- 
co OB the west coast. We are earnestly pray- 
•ing God to speedily send forth his precious 
truth to these places. W« praise Him that 
that the work has already begnoand we have 
decided not to hold our peace nor rest until 
the righteousaesB thereof go forth as bright 
nesB, and the salvation thereof as a lamp 
bnrneth. We have the assurance that 
there will sorely be a reward and uur ezpec- 
tatiom shall not be cat off. There is much 
ne«d of laborers being raised up for this 
work. E^ay the Lord of the harvest that He 
may tend forth more laborers into the harvest 
and say not that there are yet four months 
and then cometh the harveitt for behold the 
flelds are already white for the barrest. ;.\-y-.
